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PETROL PRICES 
FUELLING RISE 
IN CRIME 

More ‘drive offs’ hitting the pump s 


FUEL theft has risen dramat¬ 
ically across Kent as petrol 
prices at the pump soar, new 
figures show. 

Kent Police said there have been 24 
per cent more reports of motorists driv¬ 
ing off without paying from garages and 
service stations compared to last year. 

Figures obtained by Kent on Sunday 
reveal there were 896 such offences in 
January to May 2008 - up from 730 dur¬ 
ing the same period last year. 

Meanwhile, siphoning theft has risen 
from 89 offences in January to May 
2007 to 123 this year - an increase of 
nearly 40 per cent. 

In the 12 months to June 2008 the 
average price for a litre of diesel has 
risen by 40 per cent to £1.32, while the 
average price for petrol is £1.18. 

And the Tunbridge Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association (FTA) warned that 
fuel theft could escalate further. 

“The higher the price of fuel gets the 
more incidents there will be,” said 
spokesman Geoff Dossetter. 

The South East National Farmers’ 
Union said members had reported an

increase in thefts of red diesel, which is 
used to power farm equipment. 

Petrol giant BP told KoS it loses more 
than £1 million a year nationally 
through motorists driving off without 
paying. 

Brian Macdowall, Kent spokesman for 
the Association of British Drivers, said, 
“Soaring fuel prices will force garage 
owners to insist on pre-payments to com¬ 
bat rising levels of crime at the pump.” 

He raised concerns that if fuel prices 
continued to soar, small petrol stations 
could be forced to close. 

Kent Police said it was attempting to 
deter fuel thieves through a poster cam¬ 
paign at the county’s petrol stations. 

A spokeswoman said driving away 
without paying for petrol or diesel could 
result in a criminal record. 

She added: “We also urge those with 
static tanks of fuel to make sure they 
are secure and to use chains and pad¬ 
locks where possible. Farmers and those 


living in more isolated locations can join 
Country Eye, which is similar to 
Neighbourhood Watch schemes.” 

Asked if BP would consider switching 
to a ‘pay at the pump’ scheme, where 
motorists have to pay before filling up, a 
spokesman said: “We are constantly 
reviewing and updating our security.” 

A spokeswoman from supermarket 
chain Morrisons said: “Morrisons takes 
the issue of ‘drive offs’ very seriously 
and have introduced a range of preven¬ 
tative measures across their stores. 

“All incidents are reported to the 
police and evidence supplied in order 
that offenders can be prosecuted.” 

BP said ‘drive offs’ were dangerous for 
other customers on the forecourt if 
thieves escaped at high speeds. 

Ray Holloway, of the Petrol Retailers 
Association, said: “The value of the loss 
is greater [to petrol stations] because 
the value of fuel is greater.” 

But he said that fuel theft was not 
“out of hand” and that there had always 
been problems with the crime. 

A farmer’s wife from County Durham 
died from a heart attack after disturb¬ 
ing a man raiding the farm’s tank 
this week.

War of words 
over naming 
and shaming 
of schools 

A LEADING politician has slammed the 
Schools Secretary over the recent naming 
and shaming of more than 30 schools said 
to be ‘failing’ across Kent. 

Ed Balls launched the National 
Challenge earlier this month which includ¬ 
ed a list of 638 schools nationally where 30 
per cent of pupils fail to get A* to C grades 
at GCSE including maths and English. 

Schools face closure or could be turned into 
academies if they fail to improve by 2011. 

Chris Wells, Kent County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for education, wrote a letter to 
Mr Balls criticising the “questionable focus” 
of the strategy on Monday. 

He told Kent on Sunday he felt compelled 
to write because “someone had to tell him”. 

The list included 33 Kent schools, the 
most out of all local authorities, which was 
put down to the county’s selective schooling 
system because the top scoring 25 per cent 
of pupils went to grammar schools. 

“I wonder if you truly understand the 
damage you are doing to the morale of 
teachers, headteachers and even pupils,” he 
questioned in the letter. 

Cllr Wells told Mr Balls that the authority 
had been inundated with letters of support 
from parents for Kent schools on the list. 

‘Outstanding’ 

“Stories that use emotive terms such as 
‘failing’, ‘closures’ and ‘struggling’ do 
absolutely nothing to stimulate confidence 
among teachers, pupils and parents. 

“In fact, each group has spoken out en 
masse in response to the questionable focus 
of your National Challenge,” he said. 

He called on Mr Balls to “stop this divisive 
campaign in the press” calling it a “political 
point scoring exercise”. 

Cllr Wells staunchly defended the coun¬ 
ty’s schools, which he said had “an exempla¬ 
ry education system”. 

“I am also surprised you have not checked 
your facts,” he wrote.“The schools in Kent 
you so boldly announced as struggling are 
in actual fact thriving and improving.” 

He said two of the Kent schools listed had 
been described as ‘outstanding’ in Ofsted 
inspection and 14 were classed as ‘good’. 

Cllr Wells expects all schools listed to have 
exceeded the 30 per cent target by 2011. 

He took the opportunity to criticise the 
Government’s academy programme, saying: 
“The school I am most concerned about 
reaching this [target] is an academy, which 
if I recall correctly is Labour Government’s 
flagship scheme for turning around failing 
schools. I am still waiting to see the results.” 

A KCC spokeswoman said the authority 
was yet to hear back from Mr Balls. 

A DCSF spokeswoman said: ‘We have 
never labelled National Challenge schools as 
failing... There are many rapidly improving 
secondary modem schools in Kent, and sev¬ 
eral are close to the 30 per cent benchmark.”

FOR more than 15 years a 
Kent farm has been exclu¬ 
sively supplying the 
world-famous strawber¬ 
ries served up at the 
Wimbledon tennis cham¬ 
pionships. 

Pickers are up early to ensure 
tennis fans get the very best pun¬ 
nets on the planet. 

A small army of pickers takes to 
the fields before 5am at Hugh 
Lowe Farms in Mereworth to har¬ 
vest the first of the 100,000 straw¬ 
berries needed to keep supplies 
running to FMC Caterers, the firm 
that sells them at the All England 
Lawn Tennis Club in south west 
London. 

It takes just 45 minutes by road 
to reach SW19. The strawberries 
are picked in the morning, sorted 
in the afternoon and delivered in 
time for the following day’s match¬ 
es. Some 28,000kg of strawberries 
from the Kent farm will be eaten 
during Wimbledon fortnight using 
8,000 punnets every day, covered

in a total of 7,000 litres of fresh 
cream. And the 450,000 fans don’t 
seem to be put off by the first price 
rise in five years, of 25p to £2.25 
for 10 strawberries, especially as a 
centre court final ticket is £91. 

Farm boss Marion Regan said: 
‘‘Wimbledon is an iconic event and 
the strawberry season peaks at 
the same time, so you could not get 
a better marriage. 

“We have been here as a family 
farm since 1893, so we know our 
strawberries. Kent is wonderful 
for growing them - it has the right 
climate and soil that drains nicely. 
Strawberries don’t like getting 
their feet wet. This is not called the 
Garden of England for nothing. 

“We are able to deliver quickly 
which makes them very fresh and 
they are eaten within a day. 

“FMC want the very best straw¬ 
berries every year. In this business 
you are only as good as the last 
load you sent, so we are all aware

that every single strawberry has to 
be good. We don’t want to disap¬ 
point anybody. They keep us on our 
toes every year.” 

Spectators at Wimbledon fort¬ 
night also get through 300,000 
cups of tea and coffee, 190,000 
sandwiches, 150,000 glasses of 
Pimm’s and 30,000 portions of fish 
and chips. 

Meanwhile, another centre court 
hit was Naomi Cavaday, from 
Sidcup, who managed to rattle 
defending singles champion Venus 
Williams. 

Sadly, the 19-year-old went down 
in straight sets, but did take a 
shock 3-1 lead in the first set in the 
first round thanks to a first game 
break of the four-times champion. 


Naomi even took the first set to a 
tie break before going down 6-1 in 
the second. 

After her defeat Naomi, Britain’s 
number five, said: “It was fantas¬ 
tic, I had so much fun out there. I 
gave it my best shot.” 

Miss Williams said: “She played 
a great match, put a lot of pace on 
the ball and forced a few errors.” 

Commentator and former 
Wimbledon champion John 
McEnroe said: “It was good to see 
this British girl come out and not 
be overwhelmed. She actually 
looked like she believed she was 
going to win the match.”

Conman Mark Baker failed to turn up 
to Canterbury Crown Court on May 9, 
where he was found guilty in his absence 
of conspiracy to defraud following an 
investigation into rogue builders at work 
across the South East.

Baker and his co-defendants have 
defrauded more than 40 people, and he 
is due to be sentenced on July 7.

Kent trainer shocked and deliahted bv nrestiaious wins

A KENT trainer achieved the 
ultimate dream in horse racing 
as he saddled not one but two 
winners at Royal Ascot. 

John Best, of Hucking, near Maidstone, 
has trained race horses for 10 years, but the 
proudest moment of his career came last 
week at horse racing’s most famous 
meeting. 

His rank outsider 100-1 shot, Flashmans 
Papers, was a shock winner on day one in 
the Windsor Castle Stakes, but this was fol¬ 
lowed by a triumph in the Golden Jubilee 
Stakes - one of the headline races. 

Mr Best’s three-year-old horse, Kingsgate 
Native (33-1) ridden by Seb Sanders, 
stormed to victory, scooping £375,000 in 
prize money. 

Although Kingsgate Native was not fan¬ 
cied for the race, Mr Best, who has trained 
the horse for two years, believed the mount 
had enough to win but was shocked by his 
first Ascot victory. 

Amazing 

He told Kent on Sunday: “We did not go 
into the week thinking we would be only 
making up the numbers. 

“I said before the meeting that If I could 
have a winner that would be amazing, but 
I would settle for a place finish for one of my 
horses. 

“I do not think the win for Kingsgate 
Native was unexpected because going into 
the race meeting, even though he was 33-1, 
he was the third favourite. 

“However, the other horse which won on 
the first day - Flashmans Papers - was a 
complete no-hoper so I was so shocked that 
it came through to win.” 

With Royal Ascot one of the most presti¬ 
gious meetings, Mr Best was delighted with 
the result and hopes he will have more suc¬ 
cess in the not too distant future. 

He added: “I am back down to earth now 
and back to the day-to-day running of the 
yard. We had an amazing week and the two

wins at Ascot has really given everyone at 
the yard a boost. To have one winner is spe¬ 
cial, but two is the ultimate as a trainer. 

“To beat top trainers such as Aiden 
O’Brien and John Gosden is an excellent 
feeling. 

“During the race I got very excited but 
calmed down quite quickly afterwards.” 

Kingsgate Native’s next run will be the 
July Cup at Newmarket, which begins on 
July 11. This season could be the horse’s 
last as Native will be put into stud at the 
end of the racing calendar. 

Mr Best also trains horses for Ashford- 
based GG Racing. The company sells 
shares, starting at £110, in its horses. See 
www.ggracing.biz for more details.

Raider ruined Roman sites 


A TRAIN guard from Kent has ruined impor¬ 
tant archaeological sites across the country 
by raiding them for ancient artefacts. 

Mark Staples, from Swanley, was given a 
three-year conditional discharge for charges 
relating to theft and illegal excavations from 
20 sites protected by law. 

He was sentenced at Dartford Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday and police said it was 
the first time anyone had been prosecuted 
under the Archaeological Area and Ancient 
Monuments Act 1979. 

The 39-year-old targeted mainly sites and 
objects of Roman origin, including a mosaic 
at Spoonley Roman villa in Gloucestershire. 

Artefacts were also stolen from excavations 
at Chilham, Kent, and Chanctonbury, 
Sussex, and included pieces of pottery, build¬ 
ing materials and coins, police said. 

Chief Inspector Mark Harrison of Kent 
Police said Staples did not intend to profit 
from his hoard. 

He said: “His knowledge of the sites would 
have been higher than the average person. 
But you only get one chance to excavate a 
site, once you cut through it is gone.” 

He said Staples had ruined some areas on 
the sites he had targeted. “Archaeology is so 


forensic these days. He did a lot of damage,” 
Chief Insp Harrison said. 

Kent has more protected archaeological 
sites than any other county in England. 

Staples was arrested after illegal excava¬ 
tions at Thumham Castle, Maidstone, and 
Richborough Roman fort in Sandwich. 

Chief Insp Harrison said: “This case high¬ 
lights our strong partnership with English 
Heritage and KCC and we will work to pros¬ 
ecute anyone caught with illegal finds.” 

Ten sites in Kent were disturbed by 
Staples and police said PC Andy Small was 
the first officer in the country specially 
trained to deal with heritage crimes. 

He has trained 40 people, including special 
constables, KCC wardens, PCSOs and prose¬ 
cutors in rural and environmental crime and 
a similar role was created by police in Wales 
based on his success. 

Chief Insp Harrison said: ‘We are the only 
force with a dedicated officer looking at her¬ 
itage, wildlife and environmental issues. 
Kent is very rural and has more wildlife than 
many areas, plus 250 miles of coastline. 

“Anyone who has an interest in heritage or 
who wishes to discover artefacts should join 
a professional society or group.”

THE iconic listed rollercoaster and 
cinema at Margate’s Dreamland 
could become part of the world’s 
first heritage amusement park. 

Campaigners welcomed this week’s 
announcement that the Prince’s Regeneration 
Trust had been commissioned to produce a 
report into the seaside site by its owners, 
Margate Town Centre Regeneration Company 
and the Margate Renewal Partnership. 

The Scenic Railway which is the only list¬ 
ed rollercoaster in the world, was 
Dreamland’s star attraction when it opened 
in 1920 - but an arson attack in April 
destroyed 20 per cent of it. 

Nick Laister, leader of the Save Dreamland 
Campaign, said: “This is evidence that all the 
parties mean business - the trust has been 
commissioned, which is costing money, so 
that is a sign we are moving forward. 

“While it is standing in its current state it 
is now a vulnerable structure and I am con¬ 
cerned we do not end up another Brighton 
west pier with one arson attack after anoth¬ 
er until the whole thing is gone. 

“In the short term we need to get it rebuilt 
and repaired which will be a positive sign for 
the people of Margate. 

“If scaffolding is up it will signal that 
things are changing and regeneration is 
underway.” 

The trust’s other main focus at the site is 
the cinema, which dates from the 1930s. 

Roland Jeffery, the trust’s project advisor, 
said the cinema was historically even more 
important than the rollercoaster as it had 
recently been upgraded to Grade II*, making 


it among the top eight per cent of listed 
buildings in the UK. 

The trust said it was of “pioneering style”. It 
was designed in 1933 by architects Leathart 
and Grainger and its "brick fin’ has become an 
iconic landmark on Margate’s esplanade. 

It also served a variety of functions with 
restaurants, bars and a dancehall. 

Substantial investment 

Mr Jeffery agreed that work at the site 
needed to start as soon as possible, he said: 
“The sooner the better as it is going to dete¬ 
riorate if it is not maintained.” 

He said the trust has just completed the 
report and was preparing to pass it back to 
its partners. 

"We believe it [the Scenic Railway] is 
repairable. The challenge is to make it viable 
again. We have written a scoping report 
designed to map out the way forward so 
there is an awful lot of work still to do, 
including specialised studies into how it is 


going to be developed and brought forward, 
so this is just the beginning. 

“It will take substantial investment,” he said. 

Derek Harding, programme director at 
Margate Renewal Partnership, said one of 
the partnership’s key roles was to bring in 
investment from other agencies and said 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, Sea Change, 
which is a new fund especially for coastal 
resorts, and Seeda, Kent’s regional develop¬ 
ment agency, were being explored. 

He said: "‘Our aspirations will require com¬ 
mitment and investment from a range of dif¬ 
ferent parties. We are working closely with 
the owners to bring forward redevelopment 
plans for the site, which is probably the most 
important in Margate, if not Thanet.” 

Mr Jeffery said he had a special personal 
interest in seeing Dreamland back in use as 
a rollercoaster fan, saying he travelled the 
world enjoying different rides. 

He added: "We do deal with all sorts of 
projects, but we have never dealt with a

rollercoaster so this is pretty special.” 

Planning regulations for the site state that 
50 per cent must remain an amusement 
park and the rest can be redeveloped as a 
mixture of retail, leisure and housing. 

Campaigner Mr Laister said: “It will be the 
world’s first heritage amusement park. 

‘We have begun collecting vintage rides 
from parks such as Southport and 
Blackpool’s Pleasure Beach. 

“It will almost be like a living museum - 
visitors will see the rides operating, enjoy 
them and find out about the history of them.” 

He added that the trust’s experience of 
using heritage for regeneration was wel¬ 
comed and their involvement would add 
weight to the project. 

The trust is one of 19 charities which the 
Prince of Wales in president of, it is con¬ 
cerned with both the preservation of the 
UK’s heritage and promoting urban and 
rural regeneration in areas of social and eco¬ 
nomic deprivation. 

A Kent Police spokeswoman said the inves¬ 
tigation into the Scenic Railway arson attack 
was continuing and added “it is anticipated 
there may be some updates shortly”.

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Tall of the unexpected

WHEN a student saw a 
flash of white in the 
tree outside her college she 
thought it was a cat. 

But as the creature began to move, 
revealing its bushy tail, she realised it 
was a rare albino squirrel. 

Carol Arbuckle, who studies fine 
art at Canterbury College, said she 
managed to get a picture of the squir¬ 
rel through the window at the 
Langham Block. 

“It was because of the colour that I 
noticed it and though it was a cat. 
When it moved I realised what it was 
and took a picture with the camera I 
had on me,” she said. 

Wildlife experts said only around 
one in 100,000 squirrels are bom 
albino and the condition is caused by 
a genetic abnormality. 

Mrs Arbuckle said the squirrel sat 
in the tree for quite a long time 
after she took the photograph about 
two weeks ago, but no-one had seen 
it since. 

Martyn Nicholls, spokesman at the 
Wildwood Trust near Heme Bay, said: 
“Unfortunately, albinos are likely to 
have lots of problems. They get skin 
cancers because they have no melanin, 
or pigmentation, in their skin. 

“They are also more likely to be 
spotted by predators because of their 
colour and another consequence of 
albinism is often blindness, because 
they have no protection towards the 
back of the retina.” 

A report on a national newspaper’s 
website in March this year revealed

that an albino squirrel had been spot¬ 
ted in Wye near Ashford. 

Several readers then claimed they 
had seen the distinctive white mam¬ 
mals in Whitstable, Maidstone and 
Holligboume, prompting suggestions 
there could be a cluster of the animals 
in Kent. 

Mr Nicholls said: “It is a possibility 
there is a genetic pile somewhere in 
the area creating that genetically dis¬ 
tinct group. 

“The problem is normally they do 
not survive to breed.” 

The conservation charity’s wood¬ 
land park has a population of around 
40 white squirrels, which are non¬ 
albinos because they do not have pink 
eyes, and black grey squirrels, he said. 

Grey squirrels were introduced 
from America and there are currently 
about 66 million in the UK 

But Britain’s indigenous red squir¬ 


rels are only found at a rate of 66 to 
one, and became extinct in Kent in the 
1960s. 

The charity is running a project to 
re-introduce red squirrels to the 
Island of Anglesey. 

Wildwood’s first brood of three new 
babies, bom earlier this month, will be 
taken to the Welsh island once they 
have grown up. 

Peter Smith, the charity’s chief exec¬ 
utive, added: “Red squirrels are going 
to continue to decline towards extinc¬ 
tion unless urgent action is taken. But 
it’s not yet too late. 

“If we can help restore areas of 
woodland to a native state and make 
a concerted effort, we might just be 
able to tip the balance back in the red 
squirrel’s favour.” 




Brave duo stopped sex attack 
on elderly train passenger 


AN APPEAL has gone out to find 
to men who defended an elderly 
woman victim from a sex attack 
on a Kent train. 

Det Chief Insp Gareth Williams 
of British Transport Police said 
the attack happened on the 
11.34am from Dartford to 
Victoria on Monday, June 23. 

He said: “The 68-year-old victim 
was traveling alone and was con¬ 
fronted by a white male in his 50s 
who attempted to indecently 
assault her and prevented her 
from leaving the carriage. 

“There were only a few passen¬ 
gers on the train, but two men 
apparently saw the woman in dis¬ 
tress, and stepped in to protect 


her. The men grabbed the suspect 
and ejected him from the train at 
Welling. 

‘Without the actions of these 
two men, we may well have been 
investigating a different and even 
more serious scenario. 

We are eager for the two men 
who intervened to come forward 
and speak to police. 

We are equally keen to speak 
to any person that travelled on 
that specific train service, as they 
may hold vital information to 
assist us in our inquiry.”

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Memorial Day 
to remember 
the heroic Few

FORMER RAF fighter pilots 
who flew during the Battle of 
Britain will be among veterans 
remembering The Few at a 
service next weekend. 

Just under 3,000 Allied aircrew flew in the 
pivotal 1940 conflict, of whom about 125 are 
still alive. 

A group of 18 of them, who all served in 
RAF Fighter Command, will be present at 
Memorial Day next Sunday. 

The veterans, who are in their late 80s or 
90s, will be at the National Memorial to The 
Few at Capel-le-Feme, near Folkestone. 

Former groundcrew and many others from 
the RAF and the other services who played 
their part in resisting a German invasion 
will also be there. 

There will be a fly-past and display by a 
Hurricane and Spitfire from the Battle of 
Britain Memorial Flight. 

Group Captain Patrick Tootal, secretary of 
the Battle of Britain Memorial Trust, which 
maintains the memorial, said: ‘We hope that 
many people will turn out to show The Few 


that we remember them and salute the sac¬ 
rifices of their comrades, at a time when the 
country was under grave threat. 

“The remembrance service will be solemn, 
but there will also be plenty to enjoy, includ¬ 
ing the RAF ceremonial and the performance 
of the veteran aircraft.” 

Undaunted 

Group Capt Tootal added: “The memorial 
trust is determined to ensure the heroism 


that was shown 68 years ago is never forgot¬ 
ten. We will also be marking the fact that it 
is exactly 15 years since the national memo¬ 
rial was unveiled by Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother.” 

In the summer of 1940, the German 
Luftwaffe was ordered to establish air supe¬ 
riority over England so it could invade. 

This fighting became known as the Battle 
of Britain, a phrase from a speech by the 
then Prime Minister, Winston Churchill. 

Later, the official dates of the battle 
were established as July 10 to October 31 
1940, although the most intense fighting 
took place over southern England, 
including Kent, between early August and 
mid September. 

In the House of Commons on August 20, 
1940, Churchill declared: “The gratitude 
of every home in our island, in our 
Empire and indeed throughout the world, 
except in the abodes of the guilty, goes 
out to the British airmen, who, undaunted 
by odds, unwearied in their constant 
challenge and mortal danger, are turning 
the tide of the world war by their prowess 
and devotion. 

“Never in the field of human conflict was 
so much owed by so many to so few.” 

From then on the airmen of Fighter

Command who fought in the battle were 
known as The Few. 

As well as the British Isles, they came from 
a range of other countries including Poland, 
Australia, Canada, Newfoundland, South 
Africa, New Zealand, the United States, 
Belgium, France, and Czechoslovakia. 

Many were in their teens and 20s, but a 
significant number were older. One air 
gunner was 51. 

National 

The Hawker Hurricane was the RAF fight¬ 
er that shot down most German aircraft in 
the Battle of Britain. It was joined in the 
front line by the Supermarine Spitfire. Other 
planes that took part included the Boulton 
Paul Defiant, Bristol Blenheim, Gloster 
Gladiator and Fairey Fulmar. 

The idea of a national memorial came from 
Wing Commander Geoffrey Page, who had 
been shot down and badly burned as a 
Hurricane pilot during the battle. 

Admission to Memorial Day is free and 
gates will open at 10.30am, with the main 
events, including a service of remembrance 
and flypast and display (subject to weather 
conditions) taking place from 1.30pm.

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Tory claims give birth to a row 


Health chiefs deny ‘sunersize’ 
threat to three maternity units

HEALTH chiefs have hit back at 
Conservative Party claims that 
three maternity units in Kent are 
under threat. 

Using Freedom of Information requests, 
the Tories checked every hospital in the UK to 
discover the current status of maternity emits. 

The party said it had been told five have 
been downgraded, including the one at Kent 
and Canterbury Hospital - a claim denied by 
the East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, which 
runs the unit. 

The Conservatives said nationally 15 
maternity emits were under threat of closure, 
including the one at Queen Mary’s Sidcup 
run by the Queen Mary’s Sidcup NHS Trust. 

And 11 emits are earmarked for downgrad¬ 
ing or are threatened with being downgraded, 
including at Maidstone Hospital run by the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust. 

Shadow Health Secretary Andrew Lansley 
said: “These figures clearly demonstrate the 
foolishness of Labour’s plans to supersize our 
NHS. For higher-risk births, specialist obstet¬ 
ric services are needed. 

“But that doesn’t mean the great majority 
of mothers can’t have access to choice, includ¬ 
ing their local birth centre or maternity unit, 
which provides a better option for uncompli¬ 
cated births.” 

The Tories claim a review of healthcare 
by Lord Darzi, the Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for Health, possibly to be 
made public next week, is set to recommend 
“supersizing” maternity units, despite what 
the Tories claim are clear statistics from an 
analysis by the House of Commons library 
which found smaller maternity units per¬ 
form to a higher average standard than larg¬ 


er units. A Tory official said: “In 2004, the 
unit at Kent and Canterbury was changed 
from a consultant-led unit to a midwifery-led 
unit, which we regard as a downgrade.” 

But a spokesman for the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust said: 'We 
do not see the Kent and Canterbury birthing 
unit, a very successful unit with more than 
400 deliveries a year, as having had a down¬ 
grading of any kind. 

“Having that facility at Kent and 
Canterbury while also offering specialist 
units at both the William Harvey in Ashford 
and the Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother in Margate has provided women 
in the Eastern and Coastal Kent area 
with a real choice for giving birth. 

Women at high risk of developing com¬ 
plications during childbirth can have 
more specialist care at one of the two spe¬ 
cialist emits. 

Women who are assessed as very low 
risk can have a service tailored to their 
needs either at Canterbury or Dover, in 
one of the midwifery-led birthing units. 

“Research shows women who have their 
babies in a midwifery-led birthing unit 
rather than an acute unit are more likely 
to have a normal delivery, less likely to 
need pain relief and are guaranteed one- 
to-one care from a midwife. 

“National recommendations are that 
women should be given a real choice. For 
women with a low risk, home births and 
birthing centres are as safe as a ‘tradition¬ 


al’ hospital birth. The birthing centre at 
Canterbury offers a different culture and 
experience for women, focusing on normal 
birth, family inclusion, a relaxed, calm home- 
from-home atmosphere and extended postna¬ 
tal support, particularly around breast 
feeding.” 

A spokesman for the Maidstone trust said: 
“Changes to our women and children’s serv¬ 
ices were publicly consulted on and agreed 
three years ago. This is not a local revelation, 
it is a well-known fact. 

“The changes we are making will raise 


standards of care for women, children and 
newborn babies. First and foremost, they are 
being made for clinical reasons. For the first 
time, women will also be able to choose to give 
birth in a new midwifery-led birthing unit. 

“In this instance, bigger units will create 
choice and, most importantly of all, provide 
some of our youngest and sickest patients 
with a safer environment.” 

Health minister Ben Bradshaw said: “Time 
and time again the Tories say they want the 
NHS to be free locally to make decisions 
about the kind of services they should pro¬ 
vide. Yet time and time again, when that 
freedom is exercised, the Tories oppose it. 

“Andrew Lansley cannot have it both ways. 
Either we free up the NHS to run itself local¬ 
ly, as Labour proposes, or we constantly 
intervene in the decisions they take, as it 
would appear is the real policy of the 
Conservative Party.”

TRIBUTES were paid to the 
former media manager of Kent 
County Council at her funeral 
this week. 

Christine Anderson, 62, was diagnosed 
with cancer at the end of May and died a 
fortnight later. 

Her family and friends gave touching 
speeches about the former music journalist 
at a service at the Kent and Sussex 
Crematorium in Tunbridge Wells on Tuesday. 

Mourners heard how Mrs Anderson, who 
lived with her husband Peter in Brenchley, 
had worked for a music magazine set up 
by The Beatles’ manager Brian Epstein, 
Music Echo, in the 1960s. 

She interviewed rock and roll bands 
including The Rolling Stones, The Kinks, 
The Animals and The Who. 

Fittingly, one of the songs at her funeral 
was Waterloo Sunset by The Kinks. Other 
music played included Every Little Bit 
Hurts by the Spencer Davis Group, Colours 
by Donovan and Farewell, Farewell by 
Sandy Denny. 

Humour 

Her husband spoke of how, at the age of 
20, he first met his wife-to-be at a church¬ 
yard in Soho in 1963. 

“A live bullock had been brought there as 
part of a publicity stunt for a pop group 
called Unit 4 + 2,” said Mr Anderson. 

“I fell into conversation with another 
journalist, a disarming brown-haired girl 
with a sense of humour. I liked her. Forty- 
five years later, I looked into the eyes of this 
girl - my wife - as she lay dying of cancer 
and realised just how much I loved her.” 

The couple were married in 1967 and had 
two sons, Joel and Ben, now 39 and 36, 
and two grandchildren, Calum, five, 
and 18-month-old Otis. 

During the service, Mr Anderson 
read a moving poem about his wife 
entitled How Is My Garden? 

Joel Anderson spoke about his 
mother’s time as a music journalist, 
while his brother Ben described her 
love of animals. The keen rider was 
out on her horse just weeks before 
she died on June 10. 

She started work for Kent County 
Council in 1989 as press officer for 
the social services department. She 
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MG: Christine Anderson, who died of cancer aged 62 
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remained at KCC for 18 years, 
working her way up to the post of 
media manager, before retiring in 
April, 2007. 

Senior councillors and KCC chief 
executive Peter Gilroy were among 
those who attended her funeral. 

Alison Pemberton, a friend of Mrs 
Anderson’s who met her while 
working at KCC, said at the funeral: 
“Christine handled a wide variety of 
very difficult issues at work with 
diplomacy and tact - and that ever- 


ready sense of humour.” 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of KCC, 
told KOS Media that Mrs Anderson 
was a “dynamo” in the press office. 

Cllr Alex King, KCC’s deputy leader, 
said Mrs Anderson showed great 
professionalism, as well as an “abili¬ 
ty to see the funny side of things”. 

Ian Patel, editorial director of 
KOS Media, said: “Christine was 
not only a first-rate professional, but 
a lovely lady as well. She will be 
sorely missed.”

Supplier’s call 
to save water 

UTILITY company bosses have asked 
people to try and save water - despite there 
being no signs of a drought. 

Folkestone & Dover Water has started to 
see demand from customers rise over the 
summer, and water efficiency manager Ian 
McAthy says water saving is a vital part of 
plans to ensure a long-term sustainable 
supply for the area. 

He said: “After winter and spring rain it 
may seem as if water is plentiful, but in fact 
we still get less rainfall on average here 
than parts of the Middle East. So it’s just 
common sense to use water carefully. 

“There’s also a double benefit to water 
saving as it helps to reduce carbon emis¬ 
sions as well. 

“It takes a lot of energy to treat water and 
move it around in bulk and water savings 
bring significant energy savings too.” 


128 arrested in 
summer purge 
on drink drivers 


LIGHT evenings and warmer 
weather makes summer one of the 
busiest times of the year for drink 
and drug driving, according to 
Kent Police. 

A total of 128 motorists have been arrested 
across the county as part of a police clamp- 
down launched only two weeks ago. 

A total of 753 drivers have been stopped 
and breath tested by officers from the Roads 
Policing Unit. 

Acting sergeant Mark Lamb, from the 
force’s senior collision investigation unit, 
said: “People finish work while it’s still light 
and warm and it’s very tempting to stop 
off on the way home to socialise with friends 
and have a drink. 

“There is nothing wrong with that as long 
as the drink isn’t alcoholic if you’ve then got 
to drive home. 

‘We want Kent’s roads to remain safe 
for drivers, passengers and the community 
generally. 

“And the best way to do that is for us 
to keep reinforcing the consequences of 
irresponsible, anti-social and unsafe behav¬ 
iour and taking a hard-line approach where 
and when necessary. Stay sober and stay 
alert or you could be arrested.” 

Motorists caught under the influence of

drugs or alcohol can face a driving ban, a fine 
of up to £5,000 or even be jailed. 

Police said driving bans for one of more 
years can lead to an increase in insurance 
premiums, the risk of job loss, a criminal 
record and difficulty getting a visa when 
travelling to some countries. 

A spokeswoman for the force warned that 
officers were watching the county’s roads 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

Acting sergeant Lamb added: “On a person¬ 
al level you or your family could be involved 
in a serious collision. You could end up in a 
wheelchair, kill yourself or someone else. 

“Too often we see the consequences of drink 
and drug driving and the lives that are 
wrecked. That is why we take a zero toler¬ 
ance approach to these offences.” 

He said about two people are killed on 
Kent’s roads each week and statistics show 
that one in six of the deaths are because of 
drink or drug driving. 

Since the launch of the summer campaign 
37 people were arrested in mid Kent, which 
covers Swale, and the second highest for 
drink and drug driving offences was Medway 
with 29.

LIVESTOCK has always been at 
the heart of the Kent County 
Show and this year farm animals 
will again be centre stage.

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Viewers asked 
to look out for 
rape suspects

DETECTIVES are following up 
a number of leads after an 
appeal this week on Crimewatch 
to trace two me suspected of 
raping a teenage girl. 

Medway police’s Det Sgt Adam Marshall 
featured on the BBC TV show to appeal for 
information on the whereabouts of Ali 
Khardo and Shamal Hussain. 

Fifteen members of the public contacted the 
show after the appeal on Tuesday night. 

Appeals 

The young Iraqis have been on the run 
since November, when they were arrested on 
suspicion of attacking a terrified 19-year-old 
girl in Rochester high street. 

DS Marshall said: “This was a serious offence 
and we are keen to locate these men. 

“We have conducted numerous appeals local¬ 
ly and are now hoping that this high-profile 
national coverage will provide us with the 
information we need to allow us to progress 
our investigation.” 


Khardo, 22, and Hussain, 20, who gave 
police addresses in the Gravesend area, 
were arrested and questioned by officers 
after being captured on CCTV cameras in 
the high street in the early hours of the 
morning on November 4 - the night the 
teenager was attacked. 

Both men were released on bail to allow 
for further investigation, but failed to report 
to Medway police station as required. 

Officers went to their homes in a bid to 
locate the pair, but found the properties 
abandoned. 

A police spokesman said at the time of 
their disappearance: “We are not being 
complacent, but there is every possibility 
they have fled abroad. 

“We are keen to locate these men and 
interview them further in connection with 
this serious offence. If you know where 
they are, please contact police and do not 
attempt to stop them yourself. 

“We are hopeful that somebody will 
recognise these men and come forward 
with some useful information.” 

Khardo is 6ft and of average build, and 
Hussain is 5ft 6ins and stocky.

Kent Freedom Pass is coming to town near you 


If you haven’t already heard about the Kent 
Freedom Pass, you probably will soon because 
it’s expanding across Kent. 

Kent Freedom Pass was introduced in June 2007 
into three pilot areas of Canterbury and 
Tunbridge Wells/Tonbridge. The scheme offers 
unlimited travel anytime, anywhere, for all 
Kent pupils aged from 11 to 16 who are at 
school in those areas. That means more 
independence for young people and less 
congestion on the county’s roads. 

Freedom Pass has proved so popular that it’s 
being rolled out across the county a year early 


and it is now available in Dover, Shepway, 
Maidstone and Mailing. 

Application forms for the passes are only 
available from schools in these areas and 
more information is available by contacting

However, it doesn’t end there - Freedom Pass will 
be rolling out to Swale and Thanet in January 
2009 followed by Ashford, Dartford, Gravesham 
and Sevenoaks in June 2009. Look out for it in 
your area start enjoying your freedom. 


Night time might not seem like the most obvious 
time to carry out resurfacing works, but for us it’s 
often a time when we can carry out works with 
minimal disruption. 

So that we can carry out resurfacing works 
safely for both the public and our workers, road 
closures are often required. When we look at 
closing a road, many factors are taken into 
consideration including: 


• how busy is the road; 

• whether the road is rural or residential; 

• bus routes on that road; 

• possible diversion routes; 

• the needs of schools, surgeries and the 
emergency services; and 

• the needs of local businesses. 

Once all of these factors have been taken into 
consideration, the most suitable option to keep 
traffic disruption to a minimum, allow access to 
businesses and not hinder bus routes, may be 
to close the road and work at night. 

We carry out full consultation to explain why 
night time working has been chosen, and in 
residential areas the work is scheduled to have 
the noisiest works completed before midnight.

take years 
to build? 



We have all heard of new bypasses 
that are ready to be built but it still 
takes years to lay a few miles of 
tarmac - so why does it take so long? 
Well, there’s a lot of work involved 
before it gets to the tarmac stage. 

Major new highways are often built 
across areas of land that may have 
been untouched for years except 
perhaps for farming. This means there 
may be important archaeological 
remains undisturbed or well 
established wildlife. Before any 
construction can start, we have to 
carry out archaeological investigations 
and take steps to ensure that wildlife 
is either not disturbed or is relocated. 

Once these aspects have been 
dealt with, the site can be cleared 
ready for construction to begin, but 
that’s not as simple as spreading a 
lump of tarmac! Beneath the 
tarmac surface, there can be five 
layers of different materials that 
are needed to support the 
road and the traffic that will 
use it. Sometimes we also 
have to move over 100,000 
tonnes of material to form the 
line of the road. 


We need to take drainage into 
consideration too. Rainwater from 
the road can’t just run off the edge 
because of possible flooding and 
pollution. Instead, it is collected via 
gullies and pipe systems that are all 
below the surface and channelled to 
chambers where the flow into rivers 
or streams can be controlled. 

Water isn’t the only underground 
work either. For example, bridges 
need foundations that can have 
30 to 40 piles going 25 metres into 
the ground and there are usually 
service pipes in the ground for 
gas, electricity and telecoms that 
could need moving. This process 
alone can take months and some 
pipes cannot be moved in the 
winter when gas and electricity 
must be maintained. 

When you take all the preparation 
into account, it’s not surprising 
that major projects don’t happen 
overnight!

THE NHS is one of the largest 
public sector contributors to cli¬ 
mate change in Europe, but hos¬ 
pital trusts in Kent and Medway 
have revealed how they are cut¬ 
ting their carbon footprints. 

In a recent carbon reduction strategy- 
paper the Government has proposed the 
health service, which emits 18 million tonnes 
of C02 a year, shrinks its carbon footprint by 
60 per cent by 2050. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust has won 
a national competition for best carbon reduc¬ 
tion performance and was the only NHS 
organisation to be shortlisted. 

Paul Evans, the trust’s environmental 
manager, said the Department of Health’s 
proposed reduction target was ambitious but 
should be achievable. 

“By 2050 new technologies are going 
to come along. Fuel cells and panels that 
take energy directly from sunlight are 
expensive, but they are getting cheaper 
and more efficient and are going to become 
more popular. 

“We have a project in the pipeline to refur¬ 
bish staff accommodation and I’m hope¬ 
ful we may be able to include some solar — 
panels to heat domestic water. So we are 
making progress,” he said. 

Emissions 

As the trust runs the biggest hospital 
in Kent, the Medway Maritime Hospital 
in Gillingham, it has been part of the EU 
Emissions Trading Scheme for three years. 

The trust emits 11,000 tonnes of car¬ 
bon a year and aims to reduce its emis¬ 
sions 15 per cent by 2010 in line with a 
previous target set by the Government. 

Mr Evans said: “We are getting well 
into that target and we are hopeful we 
will meet it and exceed it.” 

The trust has been awarded a £2.9 
million grant from the Government’s 
sustainability fund and is planning to 
install a Combined Heat and Power 
(CHP) plant at the hospital. 

CHP, which is ideal for hospitals

because they generally operate continuously 
throughout the year, generates power, usual¬ 
ly electricity, and uses the heat produced 
during the generating process so that it is 
not wasted, he said. 

He said usually two-thirds of energy is lost 
from traditional electrical power stations. It 
is hoped the plant will reduce C02 emissions 
at the trust by 3,000 tonnes a year. 

East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust has already 
installed a mini CHP plant at the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford and hopes to win 
a £4m grant for another large one to add to 
the 6.8 tonnes it is already saving. 

Both the William Harvey and Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother hospital in 
Margate have seen a one per cent drop in 
C02 emissions since 2004, despite a large 
increase in the overall size of the estates, the 
trust said. 


Howard Jones, the trust’s director of facili¬ 
ties, said a range of innovative measures 
were underway to reduce its carbon footprint 
further including solar heating to pre-heat 
the water at the QEQM’s heart centre. 

Packaging 

The trust won an energy conservation prize 
for recycling ‘grey water’ from the renal unit 
at the Kent and Canterbury Hospital. Paper, 
plastics and cans are recycled across the 
trust’s sites and a ‘steamplicity’ food produc¬ 
tion system at the QEQM has significantly 
reduced waste from packaging, he added. 

The trust said it is approximately on target 
to reduce its carbon emissions by 15 per cent 
by 2010. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
said its new hospital planned for Pembury to 
open in 2011 under a private finance deal 


was being built to the latest energy efficient 
standards and would have a new type of 
biomass boiler that bums woods chips and is 
carbon neutral. 

Phil Marsden, the associate director of 
estates, said Maidstone Hospital was 39 per 
cent over the Government’s C02 emissions 
target for 2010 but was giving the “utmost 
urgency” to reducing the figure. 

The tmst also wants to install a CHP plant 
and a range of other measures so that it is on 
track to meet the target. 

Mr Marsden said when all the measures 
were implemented the energy bill for the hos¬ 
pital would be reduced by £320,000 at year 
saving around 30 per cent at current prices.

THE world-famous Bayeux 
Tapestry could have been made 
in Canterbury according to 
historians. 

And now pressure is growing for one of 
the most recognisable historical documents 
to be brought to England. 

Currently on display in a special museum 
in Bayeux, Normandy, the tapestry is 
believed to date back to within a couple 
of decades of 1066, and describes the 
events immediately before and during the 
Norman Conquest. 

The embroidered cloth measures 20in by 
230ft and is annotated in Latin. 

The work has been the subject of histori¬ 
cal debate for hundreds of years, and in a 
poll carried out for BBC History Magazine 
79 per cent of those asked thought that the 
tapestry was made in Bayeux. 

But many historians argue it was made 
on English soil, with some suggesting it 
was designed in Canterbury because of 
images originating from manuscripts held 
at Canterbury library at St Augustine’s 
Monastery at the time. 

Analysis 

Eleven per cent of people in magazine poll 
believe it was made in Canterbury. 

The French generally claim the tapestry 
was commissioned and created by Queen 
Matilda, William the Conqueror’s wife, and 
her ladies-in-waiting. 

However, recent analysis shows it proba¬ 
bly was commissioned by William the 
Conqueror’s half brother, Bishop Odo. 

If this were true, the tapestry was prob¬ 
ably designed and wove in England by 
Anglo-Saxon artists argue historians, 
pointing out that Bishop Odo’s power 
base was in Kent, the Latin text contains 
hints of Anglo Saxon, other embroideries 
originate from England at this time, and 
the vegetable dyes can be found in cloth 
woven here. 

While there is a Victorian copy of the 
Bayeux Tapestry dating back to 1880 


housed at Reading Museum, the original 
may never have been shown on this side of 
the Channel. 

And now pressure is growing for the tap¬ 
estry to be brought Lome’. Michael Lewis, 
organiser of a Bayeux Tapestry conference 
to be held at the British Museum next 
month, told BBC History Magazine: “If the 
tapestry was returned, it would be possible 
to display it along with the works that it 
was influenced by. 

“That would be a fabulous exhibition - to 
have the tapestry displayed with the primary 
sources as far as we can ascertain them.” 

The last requests from England to the 
French government for a loan of the tapes¬ 
try were refused. The first was for the coro¬ 
nation of the Queen in 1953 and the second 
was for the 900-year anniversary of the 
Battle of Hastings in 1966. 

Sylvette Lemagnen, curator of the 
Bayeux Tapestry Museum, said: “It would 
require high-level permission for such a 
loan today. It’s not my responsibility nor the 
responsibility of the town of Bayeux to 
answer such a question because the tapes¬ 
try belongs to the French state.” 


TAPESTRY FACTS 

The Bayeux Tapestry is not a 
tapestry (something woven, like 
a carpet), but an embroidery 
(something sewn) 

• It includes 623 people, 202 
horses, 41 ships and 55 dogs. 

• There are more than 500 mythical 
creatures along the borders. 

• There are more than 2,000 words. 

• It is made of a piece of linen more 
than 70 metres long - about the 
length of three swimming pools. 


Editor of BBC History Magazine, Dave 
Musgrove, said: “Whoever was responsible 
for the tapestry seems to have been walk¬ 
ing a fine line between being pro-English 
and pro-Norman, which is why it has been 
a subject of considerable debate by histori¬ 
ans in recent years. 

“But it is indisputable that it depicts 
events that are of enormous significance to 
England and English history and in the 
new spirit of Anglo-French co-operation 
recently espoused by the French president 
Nicolas Sarkozy, it’s a good time to consid¬ 
er if it should be displayed on this side of 
the Channel.”

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Canon getting ready to 
lead a Channel odyssey 


A TEAM of rowers, kayakers and 
canoeists is ready to tackle the 
English Channel in a gruelling chal¬ 
lenge to raise funds for one of the 
count/s most famous landmarks. 

They will be paddling from Dover to 
Sangatte to raise funds for the Save 
Canterbury Cathedral Appeal and Odyssey, a 
Kent-based charity that provides adventure 
experiences for cancer patients. 

The journey is expected to take six hours of 
non-stop effort for the 14-strong team. 

The team will be travelling in a six-oar 
34ft Thames cutter, three double kayaks, 
and a single kayak for the 24-mile crossing. 

They will be crossing one of the busiest 
shipping lanes in the world, negotiating 
treacherous currents, cargo ships and cross- 
Channel ferries. 

The trip is planned for Saturday, July 12, 
weather permitting. 

Team member and event co-ordinator 
Canon Edward Condry the Residentiary 
Canon at Canterbury Cathedral, said: 
“This is an intensely demanding challenge. 

“The levels of endurance and fitness 
required to row the Channel is similar to 
that needed to run a marathon. 

“Although we have some very experienced 
rowers, we have all had to learn the differ¬ 
ent techniques and equipment needed 
for sea rowing. It’s quite different to tack¬ 
ling a relatively calm river on a boat with 
sliding seats.” 

Canon Condry rowed at Oxford University 
and was also a member of Team GB at the 
World Indoor Rowing Championships 2006. 

“The challenge facing the team is daunt¬ 
ing, requiring good technique, strength and 
stamina,” he said.

“But I take comfort in the fact that every 
member of the team has shown such dedi¬ 
cation and this is, after all, a team event - 
the ultimate team event, in fact.” 

The rowers have been training for the 
demands of ocean rowing and they will be 
accompanied by three safety vessels. 
Permission for the challenge has been given 
by both the Dover and French coastguards. 

The Save Canterbury Cathedral Appeal 
was launched in October, 2006, to raise £50 
million to fund a conservation and develop¬ 
ment programme for the World Heritage 
Site, which is in need of major repair and 
restoration work. 

Team member Steve Gough said: “Fewer 
than 25 Channel rowing attempts have 


succeeded since the 1960s, so we are all aware 
of the extent of the task ahead. 

“After months of preparation, we just hope it 
is finally going to happen and pray that the 
weather is kind to us.” 

Endurance 

Canon Condry also undertook a 1,200-mile, 
16-day Canterbury to Rome cycle ride in August 
2007 with a team of 28 cyclists to raise £140,000 
for the cathedral appeal and other charities. 

Some of the riders are also taking part in the 
latest challenge, including Canon Condry’s 17- 
year-old son Jerome. 


A sea-going rowing boat has been provided 
by Heme Bay Sea Cadets for training, while 
the double canoes and accompanying equip¬ 
ment have been lent by Nomad. 

Each team member must raise a minimum 
of £500 to compete in the challenge.

Tropical Eden 
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County’s adult 
social services 
commended 
by UN advisor 

TECHNOLOGY will prove key in providing 
social care to Kent’s ageing population a 
United Nations advisor has told a seminar 
of the sector’s professionals and the coun¬ 
ty’s politicians. 

Denis Gilhooly, the UN’s principle advisor 
on partnerships, said governments should 
be providing communications technology, 
such as broadband internet and mobile 
phones, to help the 90 million people who 
live alone worldwide. 

He told the audience at Kent County 
Council’s headquarters in Maidstone: 
“There is a real potential for empowerment 
through information technology. 

“We are just at the beginning of the infor¬ 
mation revolution - the fastest-ever 
growth of communications technology. 

‘We are looking at important changes, 
such as text messages that remind you 
when to take your medication.” 

He praised Kent’s adult social services 
for already beginning to use technology, 
such as Telehealth and direct payments, to 
help older people. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet member 
for adult social services, said elderly 
people who needed care should not lose out 
on choices. 

“Do you want to be told when the 
meals are and what television you can 
watch?” he said. 

“There’s an awful lot of loss of choice and 
loss of freedom. I’d like choice and freedom 
and to go to bed feeling I’ve had ‘a good day\ 

‘Meeting people’s needs might involve tech¬ 
nology, but it also involves human beings. 
It’s about using whatever is appropriate.” 



Foundation 
to follow as

AS BABY gorilla Tiya snuggled in 
the arms of zoo owner Damian 
Aspinall it seemed almost impossi¬ 
ble to think she would soon be set 
free in the wilds of Africa. 

But the five-month-old is joining two other 
young gorillas, Kouki and Oudiki, who have 
all been hand-reared after being abandoned 
by their mothers, to start an exciting new life 
in the Gabon next month. 

The western lowland gorillas were bom at 
the Aspinall Foundation’s wild animal parks - 
Port Lympne, near Hythe, and Howletts, near 
Canterbury. 

Mr Aspinall’s father, John, set up the conser¬ 
vation charity which works to breed and rein¬ 
troduce endangered species to protected areas 
in the wild, including two gorilla reserves in 
the Congo and neighbouring Gabon. 

As the inquisitive and confident creatures 
explored the manicured lawns at Howletts 
Mansion on Monday, Mr Aspinall told how the 
gorillas would gradually be released into the 
Bateke Plateau National Park. 

“They will have bedrooms overnight for a 
while and they will be taken for walks in the 
forest everyday.

“And in about a year or so they will be let out 
of their bedrooms to live in the trees,” he said. 

The gorillas, whose species is listed as critical¬ 
ly endangered, face various dangers in the wild, 
such as human poachers, leopards and diseases. 

“We have an 85 per cent survival rate which 
is the best in the world,” Mr Aspinall said. 

‘We have reintroduced 51 and are the only 
people in the world to have done that. It 
is great as we are an English foundation and 
privately funded. We hope that other founda-

tions and organisations will start to follow us.” 

Although they are cute now, male gorillas, 
like Oudki, can weigh between 180-215 kilos 
and females, which are smaller, about 90 kilos. 

In the Gabon the Kent primates will be able 
to roam around one million acres of their nat¬ 
ural habitat, which is managed and protected 
by the Aspinall Foundation in collaboration 
with the country’s government as part of the 
Projet Protection de Gorilles. 

Poaching patrols protect the gorillas from 


hush meat’ hunters, who mainly come from 
the Congo to the east of Gambon. 

The western lowland gorilla faces extinction 
by 2020 if numbers continue to decline at their 
current rate and part of the project involves 
raising awareness of their plight through mis¬ 
sions to Congolese villages near the reserve. 

Mr Aspinall said: “Resident gorillas [in the 
park] are only the ones we have reintroduced. 

“The ones from Kent have been orphaned or 
rejected by their mothers.” 


A SCHOOLGIRL has won a competition to 
name an orphaned baby Diana monkey 
being hand reared at a wild animal park. 

Ayla Dray, 8, who goes to Seabrook Primary 
School in Hythe, cleverly came up with Keymon - 
an anagram of monkey. 

Keymon was rejected by his mother after his 
birth at Port Lympne, near Hythe, on Good Friday 
and is being looked after by keepers at the zoo. 

He is spending time at the park near his parents 
and siblings so that he can be reintroduced to his 
family group over the next few months. 

Nicknamed Baby Ronnie after the headline act, 
Mark Ronson, at the Zoo8 music festival which is 
being held at Port Lympne this July, the organis¬ 
ers and keepers challenged local children to 
come up with a permanent name for the monkey. 

Diana monkeys are one of the most endan¬ 
gered guenons because they are hunted for their 
flesh and fur. 


“Gorillas, which were bom in the wild, do 
inhabit the foundation’s parks in Gabon and 
the Congo, but they have been rescued from 
the bush meat trade and some arrive in a 
terrible physical condition often suffering 
stress and depression. 

“It is where people have butchered an 
entire family and taken the baby as a pet. We 
confiscate them. 

“The rescued gorillas, although they have 
been living in captivity, teach the ones from 


Kent a lot about the forest,” Mr Aspinall said. 

Howletts’ resident vet, Jane Hopper, will be 
travelling to Africa with the gorillas to make 
sure they arrive safely. 

She said: “The keepers have been doing the 
day-to-day care and I’ve been regularly checking 
in on their health progress. The environment 
will be entirely different, it will be humid and 
hot and the local diseases are very different so 
we have given them a course of vaccinations.” 

The gorillas will be taking malaria tablets 
and she has been adjusting their food so it is 
similar to what they can expect in the Gabon. 

She added: “I’m hoping not to have to sedate 
them on the flight. I’ll be checking they are 
not too stressed. They will be sleeping in crates 
with familiar boxes and travelling with us on 
the floor in the cabin.” 

And thanks to Sir Richard Branson they will 
be travelling in style - flying courtesy of the 
billionaire for the nine-hour flight from 
Famborough Airport. 

“It took one look at the amazing photographs 
of the three babies for me to fall in love 
totally,” Sir Richard said. 

“The foundation does amazing work and I’m 
delighted I was in a position to help. Naturally 
it has nothing to do with the fact that I get to 
cuddle three gorgeous baby gorillas the whole 
way to Africa.”

When women fought back

AN INSIGHT into the lives of some 
of the Kent women who fought tire¬ 
lessly for the right to vote has been 
revealed in a new book. 

Laura Probert, a retired librarian from 
Ramsgate, has spent two years researching 
the suffrage movement and has uncovered 
some inspirational tales of the county’s early 
women’s rights campaigners. 

“I’ve always been interested in the period of 
when my grandmothers were young because I 
was brought up on their stories from the 1880s 
to World War One,” she said. 

Mrs Probert’s interest in the lives of women 
in the late Victorian and Edwardian eras was 
also sparked by a chance meeting with a suf¬ 
fragette while on a family holiday in Guernsey 
as an inquisitive eight-year-old, which she has 
developed for her first book - Women of Kent 
Rally to the Cause. 

The popularity of Thanet’s seaside resorts as 
holiday destinations during the early 1900s 
meant some of the leading figures of the suf¬ 
frage movement, notably Emmeline 
Pankhurst and her daughter Christabel, gave 
talks at packed out public meetings during the 
summer months. 

Mrs Probert painstakingly searched through 
microfilm collections at the county’s libraries, 
looking through copies of newspaper cuttings 
from the era as the bulk of her research. 

An anonymous suffragette, quoted in the 
book, wrote in the Dover Express after a talk 
at the town hall in 1910. 

She said: “Those of her audience who will 
hear Mrs Pankhurst for the first time on 
Wednesday night, will probably be expecting to 
see a formidable looking hooligan.” 

But she noted that the founder of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union (WSPU) 
was “a slight, fragile altogether charming 
woman, who in addition to the right word, 
the happy gesture, the low, sweet voice, pos¬ 
sesses also that wonderful magnetic person¬ 
ality peculiar to the bom leader”. 

Devotion 


The writer said it was “a strange and piti¬ 
ful thing that her country could find no bet¬ 
ter reward for such genius and devotion than 
the broad arrow and the criminal’s cell”. 

Kent had leading figures in the suffragette 
movement of its own including Florence 
Macaulay, the organiser of the Canterbury 
and South Kent WSPU, Mrs Probert said. 

She would write to local papers remind¬ 
ing women of demonstrations that were 
being held in London and organise train 
times for their journeys. 

In 1893, New Zealand was the first country 
to give the vote to women, which acted as an 
incentive and a boost to women in the UK 

But by 1903 there remained no sign of 
reform and the WSPU held its first meeting 
where it decided it would have to resort to 
extreme measures of civil disobedience. 

Women began by chaining themselves to 
railings and in 1913 Emily Davison was 
even killed trying to bring down the King’s 
horse at the Derby. 

Hundreds of women were prepared to 
go to jail for their cause and in further 
resistance to the authorities went on

hunger strikes leading to many being force fed. 

In 1913, Miss Macaulay was arrested for 
obstmcting police. 

Mrs Probert discovered an article from the 
Kentish Gazette which tells how she was out¬ 
side Holloway Prison on ‘patrol’ and refused to 
move on when asked by police. She chose to go 
to prison rather than pay a £5 fine, which was 
later paid by an anonymous donor. 

A leading Kent suffragist was Beatrice 
Chapman, an active member of the National 
Union of Women’s Suffrage Societies 
(NUWSS), which sought equality through 
legal and peaceful means, and Mrs Probert 
interviewed her granddaughter for the book. 

She said: “Beatrice campaigned for all 
women’s issues, she was non-violent and not 
one of the militant ones.” 

A Thanet Times article in June 1913 demon¬ 
strates the nerve required by those speaking 
out publicly about the injustices of the day 
while constantly being goaded by men. 

It describes a talk given by a “fair 
and youthful” woman in Broadstairs, stating: 
“...a male individual in a crushed felt and 
skyscraper collar puts what is meant to be a 
killing question. 

‘“How would the speaker like to be a man?’ 
...A steely glitter lights her eyes... For a full 
half-minute she stays her reply, her eyes 
meanwhile striving to pierce through the 
outer wrappings of the masculine person. 

“Then, in low, but clear, staccato tones, that 
ring like pistol shots across the silences, 
comes the retort: ‘How would you?”’ 

It was not until 1918 that women over 30 were 
given the right to vote and another 10 years 
before the age limit was abolished, finally plac¬ 
ing women on a more even footing with men.

AN ENDANGERED species of parrot now 
under threat from a highly contagious virus 
may be offered a renewed chance of survival by 
a conservationist at the University of Kent.

Joining Dr Groombridge 
will be a number of other 
experts including Owen Lyne 
of the Institute of 
Mathematics, Statistics and 
Actuarial Science at the 
University of Kent. 

The dramatic success story 
of the Mauritius parakeets’ 
rescue from extinction is the 
result of efforts by the 
Mauritius Wildlife Found¬ 
ation, the World Parrot Trust, 
the UK’s International Zoo 
Veterinary Group and the 
Durrell Wildlife Conservation 
Trust in Jersey.

lecturer in biodiversity con¬ 
servation at the university’s 
Durrell Institute of Conser¬ 
vation and Ecology, has been 
awarded £215,594 from the 
Leverhulme Trust to lead a 
three-year study looking at 
the Mauritius parakeet’s 
susceptibility to infection. 

In particular, Dr 
Groombridge will look at he 
spread of the highly conta¬ 
gious and often lethal vims 
Psittacine Beak and Feather 
Disease (PBFD) that has 
recently infected this endan¬ 
gered parrot. 

This project is all the more 
important because the once 
widespread population of the 
Mauritius parakeet fell to just 
12 birds by 1987, following a 
century of habitat loss and 
competition from the intro¬ 
duced ringneck parakeet. 

Infectious 

However, following a suc¬ 
cessful breeding programme, 
numbers of Mauritian para¬ 
keets eventually recovered 
to 350 birds - but in 2004 an 
outbreak of PBFD threatened 
the population. 

The main aim of the 
research is to provide 
guidance for managing the 
disease problems encoun¬ 
tered by this endangered 
parrot, but the project will 
also provide guidance for 
managing infectious disease 
in conservation programmes 
worldwide.

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‘The Taliban took everything’ 


Refugee tells of life under Islamic regime 

and his dramatic escape from Afghanistan

AN AFGHAN refugee has 
shared the stoiy of his terrifying 
escape from the Taliban and 
long journey to safety in Kent. 

Naj Mirzada’s account follows last 
week’s KOS Media report that Dover- 
based Migrant Helpline, a charity that 
supports refugees and asylum seekers, 
is now helping more people from 
Afghanistan than any other country. 

Kent County Council figures show 55 
per cent more children from the war-tom 
country are coming to Kent than last year. 

It is thought the pressure being put on 
young people to become suicide bombers 
and an escalation in hostilities are 
behind the dramatic increase. 

Although Mr Mirzada, who lives in 
Canterbury, fled Afghanistan before the 
2001 invasion by US-led forces he said 
he could understand how growing insta¬ 
bility meant parents were increasingly 
prepared to send their children away. 

The 19-year-old said: “Everyone knows 
at the moment there is lots of trouble 
and I’m sure if you go anywhere in 
Afghanistan it is dangerous.” 

The Taliban seized control of Kabul in 
1996 and their reign of extreme Islamic 
law swept across the nation, placing 
huge restrictions on human rights and 


the freedoms of the population. 

As a nine-year-old, Mr Mirzada found 
himself caught up in a fatal family dis¬ 
pute between his father and his Taliban- 
supporting uncle. 

“My father was a very rich man and he 
had to leave Afghanistan because he 
knew it was dangerous. 

“When the Taliban came they took 
everything from us and my father, he 
thought they would kill us and we 
should leave,” he said. 

‘We were going to leave but something 
happened - my uncle was supporting 
the Taliban and my father did not like it 
and he kept saying do not work with the 
Taliban. 

“It continued, with my uncle in the 
same job [with the Taliban] and after 
that they killed my family.” 

Dangerous 

Mr Mirzada was working with another 
other uncle from his mother’s side of the 
family, when the Taliban authorities 
came searching for him. 

His uncle arranged for him to escape to 
Iran with a neighbour. 

“I began to work and although life was 
OK, the money was not good and I 
worked long hours,” he said. 

But he said when he was 15 the 
authorities in Iran started sending 
Afghan refugees home. 

“My uncle said ‘it is dangerous 
[to come back] because they are looking 
for you’ and they [the Taliban] had 


sent people round to his house,” he said. 

Mr Mirzada, as a streetwise teenag¬ 
er, organised his own passage to 
England after being told it was “the 
best place to go”. 

For six months he travelled by various 
means - in a “very hot” small boat with 
27 other people “without any protection”, 
in lorries and coaches. 

He said he sometimes went four days 
without eating and arrived in Kent not 
knowing where he was. 

Describing being caught by police at 
Dover, he said: “I was so tired. I had 
never been to jail I was so upset and just 
asked ‘what have I done wrong?’. 

“I had not slept well for six months so 
I just fell asleep.” 

Mr Mirzada is now waiting to hear 
from the Home Office whether his asy¬ 
lum application has been successful. 

He has won regional awards for his 
volunteering work, has improved his 
English greatly and is doing a furniture- 
making course at college in Canterbury. 
He dreams of becoming a carpenter. 

The last family he has remaining in 
Afghanistan is his uncle. 

He added: “I think my uncle is still 
there. I have been trying to contact him 
as I need some evidence to prove to the 
Home Office that these things hap¬ 
pened. I keep calling him because I can¬ 
not remember everything.”

Don’t just give up 
on our schools 

KENT had more schools than any other 
county on the Government’s so-called list 
of Tailing’ schools. 

And Cllr Chris Wells is right to speak up 
for them and the hardworking pupils and 
teachers at the 33 schools across the county. 

Many were shocked and angry when the 
schools secretary launched the National 
Challenge and a list naming and shaming 
schools with the lowest GCSE results. 

Due to Kent’s selective schooling system, 
and leaving the debate surrounding the 
grammar schools aside, the county’s 
secondary schools take the bottom, 
academically, 75 per cent of pupils. 

However, the majority of schools listed 
are still achieving five good GCSEs, just 
not including English and maths, and the 
county’s exam results are above the 
national average. 

The Government has pledged funding to 
help schools achieve its target of 30 per 
cent of pupils getting five A* to C grades 
including maths and English at GGSE. 

Of course our schools should be striving 
for that target and beyond. But surely it 
would have been better to allow them to 
try to reach it first before telling them 
they had already failed?

Beyond the city walls 

David Nicholas tries to look past 
our blinkered view of China 



DRIVING home from the 
airport after an exhaust¬ 
ing flight from Beijing, it 
dawned on us that the 
programme on the radio 
was about China. 

A couple of days later, the same 
nation blazed out from the front of 
a special edition of National 
Geographic. 

China, it seems, is everywhere. 

Two weeks spent covering the 
tiniest fraction of one of the 
largest countries on Earth can of 
course give you only the scantest 
impression of a place. But when 
that country - whether we realise 
it or not - is going to have a bear¬ 
ing on all our lives, maybe it 
serves to offer a thought or two. 

My own preconceptions had 
been that China would be a coun¬ 
try I would stmggle to love. 

Whereas India had left a linger¬ 
ing affection to the point of fasci¬ 
nation, I really couldn’t see China 
making the same impact. 

And it didn’t. A brilliant trip; 
loads of wildlife (our reason for 
going); decent food; some good 
beer, some bad; people generally 
friendly; no problems with state 
officials. All OK Maybe. 

Our observations were in¬ 
evitably blinkered. We stayed for 
much of our time in Beidaihe, a 
resort on the north-east coast pop¬ 
ular with Russians before the two 
nations had their spat. 

The Russians are starting to 
come back, and their language 
adorns many of the resort’s build¬ 
ings, while the hierachy of the 


Communist Party of China appar¬ 
ently choose to escape the heat 
and fumes of Beijing by heading 
there in summer. 

Quite what communism means 
in China now is anyone’s guess, 
however. Even bearing in mind 
land and property values, there is 
clearly serious money in Beidaihe. 

Opulence 

There are impressive residences 
and a healthy scatter of apart¬ 
ment blocks, while we absorbed 
the general feeling of opulence 
almost without noticing. 

That’s the thing with pursuing a 
hobby to the point of obsession 
(we were out of the hotel by 5am 
or 6am most mornings, while we 
would walk anything up to 15 
miles in a day) - the world around 
you sometimes barely registers. 

But something you couldn’t 
avoid was the dearth of people. 
Handy when you needed a taxi, 
but still a little strange for such a 
large resort. And there are, as we 
all know, an awful lot of people in 
China. You see it in Beijing as the 
thousands of cars wave through 
the highways with a quite 
extraordinary rhythm - from our 
limited experience, traffic snarl- 
ups didn’t figure as a big problem. 
The system seems to work. 

But, again, we were struck that, 
other than those motoring hordes, 
the city could seem virtually 


empty. No-one was out. 

This is an Asian super-city - one 
of the metropoli that will be shap¬ 
ing the lives of many millions of 
people. Yet the vibrancy or crush 
(depending on your perspective) 
that we associate with, say, 
London or New York wasn’t there. 

Another surprise was the num¬ 
ber of trees in Beijing - many 
clearly planted only recently and, 
if you believe the cynics, with an 
eye on the forthcoming Olympics 
- while the spotlessness of the 
Summer Palace grounds couldn’t 
fail to impress. 

There is of course a wealth of 
wall-space given to the Olympics, 
with the nauseating slogans that 
could have been dreamt up by a 
Sloaney PR agency, and more toy 
pandas than you could shake a 
stick at. The sporting tourists will 
surely be impressed. 

Arable plains 

But will they venture beyond 
the city walls? To the vast and 
depressing arable plains - broken 
only by giant lines of pylons and 
desperately poor villages - that 
still survive, as they must, to feed 
China’s vast numbers. 

Will they meet those members 
of the rural populace who stare at 
Western visitors with utter bewil¬ 
derment in their eyes? People who 
have never ventured more than a 
few miles from the village in 


which they were bom and who 
will be buried alongside their par¬ 
ents and grandparents at the 
edge of fields scarcely half a mile 
from their birthplace. 

Will they see the manner in 
which the country’s environment 
is being ripped up in the astonish¬ 
ing drive to urbanise and 
industrialise? 

We were there to watch migrant 
birds - they still arrive in hugely 
impressive numbers - but they do 
so courtesy of a quirk in 
geography. 

They land at Beidaihe not 
because there are acres of natural 
habitat but because they need to 
pitch down somewhere after a 
draining crossing of the Gulf of 
Bohai. 

Every year there is a little less 
space for them to recover. “Enjoy 
Beidaihe’s wildlife before it’s too 
late,” implore the wildlife tourist 
companies. 

Such matters will be of little, if 
any, concern to China’s power-bro¬ 
kers. This is, after all, as someone 
very much more familiar with the 
country than ourselves told us, a 
place where political dissenters 
“are still routinely shot”. 

Now we’re approaching the lit¬ 
tle matter of human rights, so on 
this occasion let’s pull up short. 

As already said, our view had 
been blinkered.

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Polyc lini cs idea, like the 
dogma, is nothing new 


Polyclinics are, quite clearly, this year’s Big 
Idea for reform/modemisation/continuing 
revolution in our NHS, with every primary 
care trust outside London having received 
instructions to build at least one (to show 
enthusiasm for the cause). 

The concept is hardly new, however, hav¬ 
ing been put forward by Lord Dawson as 
long ago as 1920 - though this was not 
implemented as policy in the UK, but sub¬ 
sequently developed through state control 
in communist Russia, Eastern Europe and 
Cuba - with rather variable results. 

Our PCTs in Kent are, quite understand¬ 
ably, sensitive to this political baggage and 
the hostile response the word ‘polyclinics’ 
receives in some quarters, and substitute 
the more anodyne phrase ‘GP-led health 
centres’. But, as the spokesman quoted 
last week concedes, these could be pur¬ 
chased and managed by private sector cor¬ 


porations (as in Medway) - which hardly 
makes them ‘GP-led’. 

To add to the confusion, the distinction is 
then made - by another spokesman - that 
health centres are different to polyclinics 
as they offer fewer services, which is as 
unhelpful as it is unexciting. 

There are ‘under-doctored’ areas in Kent 
and if central funding is required to build 
new premises to attract health staff, then 
the appropriate terminology of the day has 
to be employed to secure this. 

But it is unfortunate that the confusion 
around these terms (as well as that sur¬ 
rounding ‘community hospitals - but with¬ 
out beds’) appears mired in dogma and 
contradiction, particularly if this is contin¬ 
ued into the planning of such centres, 
though most are likely are to be overtaken 
by the next Big Idea or General Election.

Hot air from the sty 

The hot air surrounding our public figures is 
becoming ever more nauseating.

Paul Carter, leader of Kent County Council.

This followed the story about James 
Braithwaite who, as part-time chairman of 
the South East England Development 
Agency, spent £50,000 in one year in 
travelling on our behalf. This latter-day 
Gulliver, who already receives and annual 
pay cheque of £76,000 from the public purse, 
is said to read while “on the go”. 

However, all this nostril twitching is 
nothing when compared with the sty for fat¬ 
tening our honourable MPs and MEPs and 
their slurry of runaway expenses.

Try again, Cllr Carter 

I am disappointed by Cllr Paul Carter’s weak 
response to the many issues I have raised 
about KCC’s commercial activities (Letters, 
June 15). Last week’s scant reply avoided 
addressing the six key issues I raised. 

Cllr Carter seems to be confusing the issue 
by making regular reference to the commer¬ 
cial services operation at West Mailing (for¬ 
merly Kent County Supplies) making 
£5 million profit a year. 

He is introducing a red herring with the 
intention of distracting from the real issues I 
am raising in relation to KCC’s privately 


owned companies and using public money to 
support them in the form of loans to the 
value of £310,000. 

My focus is on privately owned company 
activities: for clarity, Kent Top Temps and 
Kent Top Travel, and InsideOut, a building 
maintenance company. 

I would like to make it clear that the profit 
he has mentioned, of £5 million a year, does 
not relate to these three private commercial 
activities. There is legislation regulating the 
setting up of local authority trading compa¬ 


nies, and I have yet to be convinced that KCC 
is abiding by these rules to ensure a level 
playing field with the private sector. Using 
taxpayers’ money in the form of loans is 
unethical, especially when there is no public 
consultation as to whether we even want 
these companies, let alone to financially sup¬ 
port them. 

My understanding of the legislation is that 
it is designed to allow local authorities to pro¬ 
vide services where there is a gap in the mar¬ 
ket, whereby all the community will benefit. I 


can only reiterate there is no shortage of 
staffing agencies, travel companies or 
building companies in Kent. If KCC wishes to 
secure better prices, then such procurement 
should be through the tendering process, 
which will avoid the expense of incurring the 
infrastructure cost of setting up such 
companies. 

I am convinced that the Kent taxpayer 
continues to pay for the infrastructure costs 
of these private companies (office space and 
KCC salaried staff). 

Despite KCC stating categorically that 
these companies are “self sufficient and self 
funding” we have now learned of the commer¬ 
cial loan of Kent taxpayers’ money to the 
tune of £310,000. Not my definition of self 
funding.Furthermore, I am intrigued as to 
why KCC did not use a banking institute to 
fund its business in the same way as the rest 
of the business community. What independ¬ 
ent security was given for such a loan? If one 
of these companies starts to become financial¬ 
ly unviable, do you plan to put more taxpay¬ 
ers’ money in rather than lose face? 

If they are totally independent, as suggest¬ 
ed, can you give an assurance that the 
monies will come back into KCC’s purse? 

On another tack, I find it equally unethical 
that KCC invites tenders for transport 
routes, then awards some of them to its own 
companies. How can it prove that a fair and 
just process of awarding a tender has been 
followed? 

My recent letter to Peter Gilroy, KCC’s chief 
executive, challenging a number of legal 
aspects under the Freedom of Information Act, 
has now been referred to the director of law 
and governance and the legal department, and 
I am assured of a response by July 10. 

These are serious issues which require 
direct and honest responses, not hiding 
behind “commercial sensitivity”. 

Once again, I invite Cllr Carter to respond 
in full to the issues raised in this letter, and 
to address the six key points in my letter of 
June 15.

Thanet MP Roger Gale’s criticism of 
parliamentary democracy when it fails to act 
in accordance with his view should not lead 
him to accusing his opponents of being

The police should be given 
whatever means necessary to combat those 
intent on mass murder. They deserve no less. 
Their request for a extension of existing pow¬ 
ers has the overwhelming support of the 
British people and it is they, not David Davis 
or Roger Gale, who should be heard.

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Diversity is 
all you need 


Go wild for a 
mix of scent 
and colour 


HOW can you best attract wildlife 
into your garden? Should you add 
a bird box, pond, a bat box or piles 
of rotting wood? 

The modem suburban garden is too small 
to accommodate all of these, so is there any¬ 
thing you can do in a small space? Diversity 
is the key. Grow as great a range of plants as 
possible. 

Starting with the big stuff, do you have 
room for a tree? A tree will give you a sense 
of stmcture and permanence; it will be home 
and larder to very many creatures. 

Choose the largest your garden will accom¬ 
modate. In a courtyard garden something the 
size of a crab apple could be big enough. It 
has beautiful spring blossom and autumn 
crab apples, which you can make into deli¬ 
cious crab apple jelly. 

Other small trees include rowan, 
hawthorn, hazel and holly. (Not all hollies are 
small, so be sure to choose the variety with 
the greatest of care). 

I am falling into the trap of making recom¬ 
mendations and that is not the way to 
increase biodiversity. A common gardener’s 
tip is to look at what grows well in your 
neighbour’s garden, and to plant the same in 
your own, but that is not what I am advocat¬ 
ing today. 

Long season 

A garden full of many different flowering 
plants will be blooming over a long season 
and will attract small insects. Larger insects 
such as lacewings and ladybirds will prey on 
the smaller ones, and then birds will prey on 
the insects and their grubs. 

A greater variety of plants will produce a 
greater variety of insects and therefore a 
greater variety of birds. So if you start with 
getting more plants and flowers into your 
garden, you will naturally increase the biodi¬ 
versity as an increasingly complex food chain 
builds up.

Be adventurous 


IT’S time for allotment owners to swap 
their sprouts and marrows for calaloo and 
dudhi, writes Chris Murphy. 

More and more people are switching from 
‘normal’ fruit and veg down on their allot¬ 
ments for something altogether more exot¬ 
ic, according to Gardening Which? 

It said: “Pop into a market or greengrocer 
in some of the more multi-cultural areas of 
our towns and cities and you’ll find vegeta¬ 
bles from all over the world. 

“Not surprisingly in such areas, you’ll also 
find gardeners of diverse origins growing 
them successfully in their back gardens and 
allotments. 

“There are gardeners from all comers of 
the earth cultivating their own favourite 
vegetables. 

“Around almost every corner there are 
vegetables you wouldn’t expect to find on a 
traditional plot. So why not be adventur¬ 
ous? 

“Take a leaf out of these gardeners’ books 
and swap the old allotment staples for 
something more exotic.” 

Among some of the more popular is flour 
com - calaloo - which also makes a good 
ornamental plant, pumpkins ideal for 
Halloween, aubergines, peppers, methi, 
chillies, fennel, karela, and coriander. 

The magazine said all of them can be 
grown with just a little extra tender loving

Go and visit gardens such as Wisley and 
Borde Hill, where all the plants are labelled, 
and then you can choose your favourites. 
Remember to check they will be suitable for 
your garden. 

Plants are changing all the time; with new 
cultivars being introduced every year, so as 
well as visiting gardens look at good quality 
garden centres and nurseries. 

So, in your garden choose the tree first, 
then shrubs, climbers, wall-trained shmbs, 
perennials and annuals. Fill all of your out¬ 
door space, there are plants suitable for every 
aspect. Each and every one will add a variety 
of possible habitat and food sources for small 
animals. 

As the plants develop over a few seasons 
you will find more and more species in your 
garden. 

I love watching the bats as they come out to 
feed on a warm evening. They feed during 
flight, and to think they can eat 3,000 midges 
in a single night - it must be worthwhile to 
give them a home in your garden.

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I’M already tackling aphids on 
my roses and picking red lily 
beetles off the petals of 
emerging blooms but not all 
insects are bad. In fact you can 
reduce your pests by attracting 
beneficial insects to the garden. 

With National Insect Week coming to an 
end this weekend, we should consider good 
insects and bad insects. Good ones include 
ladybirds and hoverflies, bees, butterflies 
and ground beetles. Nuisance ones include 
the lily beetle, vine weevil, whitefly and red 
spider mite. 

Beneficial insects are useful predators, 
eating slugs, caterpillars and aphids. A 
single lacewing devours between 1,000 and 
10,000 aphids in its lifetime, while a 
ladybird larva can eat between 30 and 40 
aphids a day. 

Many solitary parasitic wasps can also 
keep down aphids and caterpillars. Even 
the much demonised harlequin ladybird, 
which some entomologists are worried will 
kill off our native ladybird, has a voracious 
appetite for aphids. 

The week, organised by the Royal 
Entomological Society with the support of 
a variety of wildlife organisations, was 
launched by TV presenter Chris Packham 
and MP Joan Ruddock on Monday, with 
events nationwide. 

“Bringing back bugs is easily done,” says 
Carrie Pailthorpe, adviser for Garden 
Organic, a charity supporting the 
campaign. “Looking after the garden in an 
organic way encourages the return of 
insects and wildlife by avoiding harmful 
chemicals, growing insect-attracting plants 
and providing natural insect habitats that 
encourage a balance of pests and predators 
in our gardens. 

“And it isn’t just insects that will benefit 
from our efforts - insect loving wildlife will 
too. A nesting family of blue tits can

consume over 600 caterpillars a day, and by 
providing insects with places to inhabit we 
can help redress the natural balance of our 
gardens.” 

There are many ways to attract 
beneficial insects to the garden. 

Plant nectar-producing and pollen-rich 
plants such as Convolvulus tricolor, 
Limanthes douglasii (poached egg plant), 
dill, cosmos and French marigold and you 
should soon see more good insects on the 
scene. 

Many pollinating insects, like bees, are 
drawn to purple, blue, yellow or white. 
Flowers from this end of the colour 
spectrum often have different coloured 
markings to direct insects to the nectar 
and pollen. 

Plant traditional single-flowered forms 
and avoid the hybrid cultivars, especially 
those with double flowers, which are often 
sterile and therefore useless to nectar and 
pollen feeders. 

If you have a garden that is large enough 
for you to have a small patch of waste 
ground, allow native wild plants to grow. 
Nettles in your garden will support a 
number of butterfly and moth species, but 
should be in full sun to attract butterflies. 

Allow a section of your lawn to grow into 
a small meadow, if you have space. 
Different grass species interspersed with 
wild flowers such as ox-eye daisies will 
attract more insects into the garden. If you 
buy wild plants or seeds, make sure they 
originate from the UK 

Try to have some form of hedgerow made 
from native plants such as the hawthorn or 
hazel, underplanted with native woodland 
plants such as the bluebell Endymion non- 
scriptus and wood anenome Anemone 
nemerosa. 

Don’t trim your shrubs until later on in 
the summer. If you allow some of the fallen 
leaves and cuttings to remain in a section 
of the garden, you will provide useful 
shelter. Make small piles from broken 
crocks and stones to provide shelter for 
ground beetles and other nocturnal insects. 

Avoid using chemicals if another control 
method will do. Be aware you may also be 
killing the natural predators that feed on 
the pests, such as ladybirds, ground 
beetles, hoverflies and parasitic wasps. 

The Royal Entomological Society also 
advises us to try to live with pest insects 
and not automatically kill them. Easier 
said than done, when they are doing their 
best to destroy my beautiful blooms...

Three ways to... 

fill space under a big tree 

1. If you want to plant shrubs underneath, 
prepare the planting hole by making it 
bigger than the root ball of the plant and 
incorporate compost and bonemeal. 

Water the hole before and after planting. 

Good shrubs to fill the gap include 
spotted laurel and Camellia japonica. 

2. Plant carpeting plants such as 
periwinkle, which will provide a mat of 
blue in late spring and summer. 

3. Build a wooden garden bench to circle 
the tree trunk and provide you with a place 
in the shade during the hot summer 
months. 

What to do this week 

• Harvest globe artichokes before they 
begin to flower.

Q I have had quite a few questions 
about kitchens this time, so 
I have made a list of general 
tips which should hopefully help 
you all. 

A When you design and arrange 
your kitchen make sure it 
corresponds with the needs of 
the people who use it.

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Best of the bunch 

Catmint (Nepeta) 

Now I know you’re going to worry about 
cats making litters out of your borders if 
you plant nepeta in them, but I’ve got 
loads of it in my garden and there’s not 
a cat in sight. Catmint makes a terrific 
plant for the border instead of lavender, its 
grey-green leaves and lavender 
flowerhead borne on upright spikes. 

It will thrive in sandy, stony and chalky 
soils but won’t last long in heavy soil that’s 
sodden in winter. And its flowers go on 
forever, from late spring until early autumn. 

Regular deadheading will encourage 
further flushes or just give it a hard trim 
after the first flush of flowers to keep the 
plants tidy. Don’t cut the stems in autumn, 
just remove old growth when new shoots 
start to appear in spring. 

Varieties include N. x faassenii, a 
vigorous, spreading perennial growing to 
around 1 ft (30cm) bearing pale lavender 
blue flowers with dark purple spots. Taller 
species include Superba, which grows up 
to 90cm (3ft) and Six Hill Giant with violet 
blooms. Taller catmints may need staking. 

Good enough to eat 

Protect your brassicas 

Cabbage white butterfly caterpillars will be 
hatching now so keep them at bay by 
inspecting the undersides of the leaves of 
cabbage, broccoli and cauliflower. 

If you come across small clusters of 
yellow eggs, you need to squas or pick 
them off. If you can’t bear that, spray with 
Bacillus thuringiensis. 

Covering the target plants with 
horticultural fleece or fine netting should 
prevent butterflies laying their eggs in the 
first place. Netting should be held away 
from the leaves and not draped over them 
otherwise the butterfly may reach them.

OUR gardens may look vibrant in 
the daytime, but at night they 
take on a different air as the fad¬ 
ing light changes the colours, 
tones and fragrance of our out¬ 
door space and certain plants 
come into their own. 

Garden centres have seen a rise in night- 
blooming plants, according to new research, 
showing we are making the most of our 
evenings outdoors. Almost a third of us do 
gardening (not just watering) after dark and 
70 per cent socialise in the garden after dark, 
according to the survey of more than 3,000 
people, commissioned by Grant’s Whisky 

With this in mind, award-winning garden¬ 
er and TV presenter Chris Beardshaw, pic¬ 
tured, has created three blueprints for the 
perfect garden after hours. 

Chris says: “The garden is often at its most 
vibrant and intense as the evening slips into 
night. The fragrance is enhanced and the 
quality of light, either from the setting sun or 
the moon, adds an extra dynamic character. 

“Simply adding a few night-blooming 
plants, subtle lighting and the use of white or 


light coloured materials where possible, will 
reflect the moonlight and make a real differ¬ 
ence to the pleasure you can get out of your 
garden after horns.” 

So, how can you make the most of your 
night garden? First, choose your colours care¬ 
fully. Sizzling reds and oranges may dazzle 
during the day but at night they won’t, so 
balance your palette with whites and creams 
to reflect the light. 

Good choices include the pure white 
Cosmos Purity, Digitalis purpurea Alba, the 
white foxglove, and Cerastium Tomentosum 
Silver Car-pet (snow-in-summer), a vigorous 
mat-forming perennial which produces sil¬ 
very white woolly foliage and a mass of pure 
white flowers when in bloom. 

Night-blooming plants include Silene alba 
(white campion), a wild flower with delicate, 
evening scented white flowers, Ipomoea alba 
(moonflower), a night-blooming relative of 
the Morning Glory, and Mirabilis jalapa, also 
known as Four O’Clock, a native of Peru 
which offers both trumpet-shaped flowers 
and a jasmine scent. 

If you are more concerned with fragrance, 
then include Nicotiana sylvestris, a tobacco 
plant variety growing to 150cm (5ft), whose 
flowers emit an intense scent, Oenothera fru- 
ticosa Fyrverkeri, an evening primrose 
which produces sweetly scented blossoms,

and night gladiolus, whose flowers give an 
intense, spicy smell at night. 

For a mid-sized garden Chris advises: 
“Sow hardy annual seeds that come into 
their own at night, such as night-scented 
stock. If you use a cottage garden mix, the 
seeds are quick to grow and will reward 
you with flowers by the summer holidays.” 

Lighting is also important. Drape fairy 
lights over woven willow structures, or 
solar lights to give an atmospheric glow. 

If you have a small garden or just a roof 
terrace, light what plants you have with 
uplighters to create a dramatic effect. By 
positioning the light carefully you can cre¬ 
ate a silhouette on the walls, which help 
give the impression of a bigger space. 

If you have screens in your garden or 
want to cover walls, use scented climbers 
such as jasmine, which comes into its own 
in the evening. Candles could also be hung 
from screening in glass votives for addition¬ 
al soft lighting. 

If you have a larger garden, fill beds and 
borders with plants from the white and 
blue colour spectrum, to help reflect the 
moonlight and make the garden appear to 
be glowing, Chris advises. 

“You could even create a white garden 
with white roses, delphiniums and flower¬ 
ing shrubs such as Elaeagnus angustifolia 
Quicksilver. Use silver foliage plants too 
such as Stachys byzantina (lambs’ ears) 
and some of the giant thistles.” 

Plant fragrant climbers like honeysuckle 
near to the house to enjoy wafts of its sweet 
scent drifting through open windows or 
greeting you when you step on to the patio. 

The colour, textures and fragrance of a 
night garden can really make the perfect 
end to a perfect day.

has little to teach Westminster in this area. 
Perhaps if we were to sort out our own 
British MPs first, their scams, huge pay 
increases and massive pension rights, our 
word might be stronger on the subject.

The main problem facing this country is not 
our relationship with the EU, but our poo- 
dle-like one with the USA that has drawn 
us into an unjustified war in the Middle 
East. The war has done our standing mas¬ 
sive harm without making any serious con¬ 
tribution to solving the core problem. 

If we had not got involved the lives of 
many servicemen would not have been lost 
and the money saved could have been bet¬ 
ter spent on cancer care and other uses.

You cannot combat one form of fun¬ 
damentalism by trying to impose another. 
Nor are our social problems the result of a 
lack of being a Christian nation, but far 
more to do with economic liberalisation. 

The Bishop can still change his mind on 
attending the Canterbury conference by 
realising it is homophobia, as with all big¬ 
otry that is the real abomination; and that 
the CofE tearing itself apart over what 
should these days be a non-issue, is itself 
the worst way of trying to tackle either our 
own societal problems or fundamentalism.

Fishing in tough times 

I recently met fishing industry leaders seek¬ 
ing help with rising fuel bills. They under¬ 
stand that I am not sitting on a pot of 
money that is rightfully theirs. However, 
other fishermen believe I am. There is no 
such pot of money. European rules allow 
governments to spend their own taxpayers’ 
money to help businesses in times of diffi¬ 
culty, with a limit on the amount individual 
enterprises can receive. That means I would 
have to find the money the fishermen want 
from the public purse, competing with other 
priorities such as farming, environmental 
protection, or even projects to benefit fish¬ 
eries. Even if I had found the maximum 


amount allowed, it would have given a typical 
trawler one month’s worth of fuel - and then 
there would be no money available for another 
three years. One month of fuel is not going to 
overcome the serious problems facing fisher¬ 
men that we need to tackle together. I want to 
see long-term solutions that help the industry 
adapt to a world of rising fuel prices and 
achieve what we all want - a viable, prosper¬ 
ous and sustainable fishing industry that pro¬ 
vides jobs and quality produce. 

There is already Government cash for the 
fishing industry on the table, including almost 
£30 million of grants to help the industry mod¬ 
ernise and become more competitive. 
Government and fishermen are discussing how 
that and other millions can be spent to best 
effect. I am committed to doing all I can to help 
in these tough times.

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Slick Tiguan answers 
need for greener 4x4s 



OVERALL 4x4 sales may be 
bogged down in the marketing 
equivalent of a ploughed field, but 
some deserve to conquer the muck. 

VW’s talented Tiguan is one, managing to 
cover all the bases for a modern-day SUV 
(sports utility vehicle): compact footprint, top- 
notch engines, excellent on-road ability and 
decent off-road powers too, plus a more premi¬ 
um badge and the guarantee of better values 
when you come to sell. 

VW also hedged its bets by launching two 
Tiguans: an everyday model and the ‘Escape’ 
intended to allow owners to do just that. 

It puts most other compact ‘soft-roaders’ in 
their place when the going gets tough. 

In truth, the Tiguan Escape is no Land 
Rover Freelander; the VW’s lighter weight 
transmission system mostly runs in front- 
wheel drive for better economy, only transfer¬ 
ring extra grip to the rear when required. 

Still, there is enough off-road clout for 
most situations thanks to a shorter front over¬ 
hang - which actually improves the styling 
in my opinion - radiator and sump guards, 
plus a standard-fit ‘off-road mode’ that opti¬ 
mises the hill descent control and other driv¬ 
er/mechanical aids. 

I was impressed when I had the chance to put 
the Escape under off-road pressure, but this 
type claims just five per cent of Tiguan sales, 
most being the more conventional body style. 

Of these, the biggest seller is the 2.0-litre 



diesel in mid-range SE trim as tested here, but 
the current diesel V petrol price differential 
makes a strong case for the so-called ‘twin 
charger’ Tiguan, featuring a lightweight 
148bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine with super¬ 
charger and turbocharger, allowing diesel- 
style pulling power and low emissions. 

It certainly makes the Tiguan feel nimble 
and knocks more than £1,000 off prices for 
diesel equivalents, in what is a relatively 
expensive line-up.

Nevertheless, the 2.0-litre diesel is the 
‘banker’ in the range; it is smooth, refined and 
powerful across the board - the consummate 
all-rounder. 

The Tiguan interior is typical VW, mixing 
robust quality, good ergonomics and stowage 
and fine seating. Space engineering is excellent 
so, despite being roughly the same size as key 
competitors, the car feels more spacious and 
has a decent boot plus lift-up rather than side¬ 
opening tailgate and room for a spare wheel. 

The Tiguan has a maximum five-star rating 
for occupant protection by Euro NCAP, plus 
four stars for child safety and two stars for 
pedestrian protection. 


A unique and thoughtful selling point 
though is that VW has moved the door seals 
underneath the car so that muck thrown up 
on the underside is unlikely to reach the door 
sills and transfer to passengers’ shoes and 
clothes as they get in and out. It is such a 
clever touch that it will surely be picked up 
and used elsewhere by VW and its rivals. 

From the driver’s point of view, the Tiguan is 
one of the best in class. The ride is on the firm 
side, but the chassis ensures that a relatively 
high vehicle comers with a flat stance. 

With the kind of low-down pulling power 
endowed by the test car’s 138bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel, this allows the Tiguan to be pushed 


hard on a challenging road, aided by a precise 
six-speed gearbox that also makes it a steady 
and quiet motorway cruiser. 

Finally the neatest trick of all and surely 
available soon across the VW range is the 
optional Park Assist system pioneered on the 
Tiguan MPV. 

Linking with the parking sensors, this paral¬ 
lel parks the car automatically - the driver 
sits ‘hands off’ the wheel and simply controls 
the brake. It is intuitive to use and beats 
Toyota’s rather complex rival system.

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University’s India challenge 


ONE of Kent’s universities has 
taken a major step and become the 
first in the UK to set up a new up- 
and-running, full-scale Centre for 
Indian Business. 

It is a very important move - India is second 
only to China in the massive industrial and 
economic leap forward that has transformed 
parts of Asia. 

China’s economy has powered ahead in the 
last few years with growth touching an aston¬ 
ishing 10 per cent a year, but India has been 
close behind registering annual growth of 
about nine per cent. 

The University of Greenwich, which has a 
Medway campus, hopes it will become a useful 
resource for the whole region providing courses, 
research and consultancy to people and organi¬ 
sations doing business in and with India. 

The industrialist and entrepreneur Mukul 
Kasliwal, chairman of the mighty textiles, 
energy and power combine, MW Corp, will

chair the advisory board, while Tim Gore, cur¬ 
rently director of education at the British 
Council in India, takes up the post of director 
in September. 

Tessa Blackstone, vice-chancellor of the uni¬ 
versity, said: “The new centre is going to get 
the very best start under the leadership of Mr 
Kasliwal and Mr Gore. 

“Mukul has experience at the top of large 
businesses in India and a keen interest in edu¬ 
cation which includes chairing the Malviya 
National Institute of Technology in Jaipur. 

“Tim combines huge experience of building 
partnerships between the UK and India with 
expertise in business administration. 

“He has his finger on the pulse of higher edu¬ 
cation and the contribution it can make to 
developing business and understanding the 
international business environment.” 

Mr Kasliwal said: “Building partnerships in 


a global economy is today’s imperative and 
Greenwich is well placed to do this.” 

Mr Gore said: “The Indian economy offers 
enormous opportunities, but some will be lost 
if the skills are not there.” 

The centre will build on relationships the 
university has had with India for 50 years. The 
first students from Calcutta came to study 
engineering at what was then Thames 
Polytechnic in the 1960s. 

Today Greenwich has more Indian students 
studying on its campuses than any other uni¬ 
versity in the UK 

The centre is located in the Business School 
which has more than 4,000 students and 
about 150 academic staff. Two new MBA pro¬ 
grammes will be launched this autumn. 

Elsewhere in the country, Leeds University 
and London Business School have India study 
centres, but a Greenwich official said: “It is an 
idea whose time has come, but Greenwich is 
ahead of the field, and we believe we are real¬ 
ly well placed to develop strong finks with 
India and become a centre of excellence.”

Cast net wider in pool 
of talent, firms urged 


KENT businesses are missing out on a vast 
reservoir of talent because many fail to 
understand job-hunting habits of the groups 
of under-represented people in the UK 
workplace. 

The finding comes from a recent report 
which examined the recruitment trends of 
female, ethnic minority and disabled man¬ 
agers with the aim of sorting out ways of 
attracting more diverse talent in the 
workplace. 

Stephen Timms, the Minister of State for 
Employment and Welfare Reform, said: 
“This study shows it is crucial that employ¬ 
ers take a close look at the methods they use 
to attract recruits and to appeal to all groups, 
not just a limited band of potential 
employees.” 

The study, published by the Chartered 
Management Institute, Department for 


Work and Pensions and Institute for 
Employment Studies, looked at the career 
aspirations and job search methods of a 
range of diverse groups. 

Headline findings, based on the views of 
1,350 respondents, include: 

• Discrimination: prejudice remains a key 
issue, with one in three Asian managers cit¬ 
ing racial discrimination as a barrier to 
career progression; 

• Hidden talent: 76 per cent look for jobs 


online, but their skills are being missed with 
only 11 per cent claiming to find suitable jobs 
via the internet; 

• Stunted growth: although 77 per cent 
accepted their current role because of‘devel¬ 
opment opportunities’, only 45 per cent say 
this has happened. Data shows that Asian 
and black managers feel more let down than 
white managers. 

Asked how they identify new opportuni¬ 
ties, most scour newspapers, with 76 per cent 


using online job searches. Two-thirds rely on 
personal networks or professional bodies. 

Press advertising is more popular among 
black managers, online searches are pre¬ 
ferred by Asian managers and personal net¬ 
working favoured by white managers. 

Print media continues to be a major source 
of job advertising. The data shows that 37 
per cent of individuals claim they found their 
current job through the press. Only 11 per 
cent cited online job searches as the primary 
source of the vacancy they filled. 

Jo Causon, director of marketing and cor¬ 
porate affairs at the Chartered Management 
Institute, said: “Despite increasing demands 
for openness and transparency, many of the 
barriers to achieving greater diversity at a 
senior management level persist. It should 
be a key concern for employers because they 
run the risk of wasting a talent pool.”

VAT ruling hits 
jackpot for Rank 

BAKER Tilly, the business advisors and 
auditors group which has offices in Bromley 
and Tunbridge Wells, says a recent VAT tri¬ 
bunal decision is excellent news for bingo 
halls, amusement arcades and gaming 
machine operators. 

The tribunal found in favour of the Rank 
Group which means HM Revenue and 
Customs may be required to repay it more 
than £36 million in overpaid VAT 

Rank said different VAT treatment apply¬ 
ing to games of mechanised cash bingo 
according to the stake paid, offended a legal 
principle which had been underlined by the 
European Court of Justice. 

HMRC may appeal to the High Court but 
it could take years to resolve. Baker Tilly 
advises gaming companies to submit claims 
to recover VAT they believe they have erro¬ 
neously overpaid.

gp QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Many a person has made a fortune 
wielding a hammer with skill, but auc¬ 
tioneers hope to make other people 
rich when their hammers come down. 
After Andrew Binstock left university 
he got the bug when he entered an 
amateur auctioneering competition. 

He blagged his way into a job with 
James Kersh, whose freelance auction¬ 
eer had just resigned, and they set up 
London-based SKB Auctions in 2006. 

Q Was there a circumstance or event 
which made you want to become an 
auctioneer, or was it just the buzz in the 
amateur auctioneer competition? 

A Watching other people doing it, plus my 
stint doing stand-up comedy -1 liked being 
on stage but hated the feeling that I wasn’t 
doing well - gave me a taste for wanting to be 
an auctioneer. Once I did the amateur compe¬ 
tition, I knew it was something I could be good 
at, and that was when it all started. 

Q Which skills would you recommend for 
auctioneering? 

A lt’s not as easy as it looks. Being a good 
auctioneer is tough. It requires many skills 
and not all of them are obvious. You need a 
detailed knowledge of the property market, 
law of procedure and process, the ability to 
communicate and must be highly organised. 
An outgoing personality also goes a long way. 

Q You obviously need a quick brain, but 
how do you spot people bidding and 
do you have a method for developing a 
session? 

A Spotting bidders is easy, they normally 
raise their catalogue in the air for the 
first bid. After that I just return to them and 
then they may just do a subtle nod. When 
there is frantic bidding with hands going up 
all over the place, it’s sometimes difficult to 
keep it well regulated, but I just use speed 
of counting, fast tempo and develop a 
rhythm between two bidders. As soon as one 
of them drops off, I’ll go to someone else. 

Q How is SKB Auctions’ business devel¬ 
oping in Kent? 

A We’ve sold property in Kent and it’s not 
an area we have held auctions, but if 
demand in the future dictates we may well 
begin to. 

Q How is your particular form of 
property-selling doing in the current 
economic climate? 

A Like all selling agents, we are at the 
mercy of the buyers in the current cli¬ 
mate. They hold all the cards at the 
moment. Bidders have been snapping up 
prime stock, which has potential for further 
development or is priced very cheaply, and 
this area of the market is still strong. But 


They've sold property in Kent and 
they aim to carry out auctions here as 
well in the future. 

At 32 he's younger than most auc¬ 
tioneers. He also invented the concept 
of auctioning property online with a 
fully automated website. It took two 
years to create with a web developer, 
and the firm hopes to merge tradition¬ 
al and online services. 

He talks to KOS Media: 


According to the National Association of 
Estate Agents, the first step to becoming a 
competent auctioneer is to complete training 
as an estate agent. 

This will include reference to auctions as 
a method of the sale of property, but it will 
stop short of detailed knowledge and training 
of the role of the auctioneer. 

Academic qualifications are not essential 
and the NAEA is unique in offering a compre¬ 
hensive course including whole-day work¬ 
shops for property auctioneers, it is asked 
though that delegates be competent practising 
estate agents.

Having felt the solitude and 
despair of an unamused audience glaring 
up at me means very little phases me on 
the rostrum. 

You need to be able to count quickly and 
accurately, deal with hecklers, be 
unphased when unexpected things 
happen like someone shouting a question 
at you mid-auction. 

You need to command the room and be 
in control at all times. You will often be on 
the rostrum for more than five hours with¬ 
out a break - so being able to concentrate 
for long periods of time is essential.

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Compost lowers costs of production 


WITH world food stocks at an 
all-time low and food production 
becoming increasingly important 
farmers are trying to balance max¬ 
imising yields to meet global demand, 
while enhancing the environment. 

However, fertiliser supply is under 
pressure and has more than doubled 
in price in the last 12 months, reduc¬ 
ing margins by more than £100 per 
hectare and putting profitability at risk. 

Additionally, when fertiliser is 
purchased at prices of more than 
£340 per tonne for nitrogen, many 


farmers may need to ask for 
increased bank borrowing. 

So, will 2008 see a change in how 
crops are grown with farmers 
increasingly looking to reduce their 
costs by using recycled products? 

Kent farmers have three main prod¬ 
ucts available to reduce increasing 
fertiliser costs and improve soil condi¬ 
tion; compost, paper and bio products. 

Compost is made from green waste 
and has a number of benefits for 
farmers. Firstly, it has a good nutrient 
value, which recent research has 


shown is worth £7-9 per tonne alone. 

Secondly, not only does the compost 
add to the nutrient status of the soil 
but also helps increase soil organic 
matter, improving soil structure, 
reducing erosion risk and improving 
water holding capacity. 

Thirdly, the improvement in struc¬ 
ture makes the soil easier to cultivate 
over time and thus reduce labour and 
machinery time and costs. 

Recycled paper and bio products 
have similar benefits to compost with 
good nutrient values and add organic 


matter, improve soil structure and 
water retention. 

The use of composts will also assist 
farmers in meeting cross compliance 
conditions for soil management. 

Given that all farmers need to 
fertilise their crops reducing costs is 
essential and a planned nutrient 
management plan incorporating com¬ 
post, inorganic fertiliser and other 
products is essential.

THE law relating to some¬ 
one taking possession of 
someone else’s land is, 
frankly, a bit of a mess. 

Any claim for possession depends 
on whether the land is registered or 
unregistered, and how many years 
the claimant has been in occupation. 

Broadly, the position is as follows: 

• For registered land - since October 
13, 2003, when the new Land Regis¬ 
tration Act 2002 came into force, 10 
years is sufficient, but notice has to 
be given to the registered freeholder, 
who has an opportunity to object; 

• For registered or unregistered land 
- between October 2,2000, (when the 
Human Rights Act 1998 came into 
force) and October 12, 2003, the 
claimant had to prove 12 years’ 
adverse possession. 

He also had to prove it was incon¬ 
sistent with the use or intended use 
of the land by the owner and not 
merely without the owner’s consent. 

The whole issue was highlighted in 
a recent legal case Pye (Oxford Ltd) v 
Caroline Graham. The Graham fam¬ 
ily won a case involving their contin¬ 
ued occupation of a plot of land, hav¬ 
ing successfully argued before the 
House of Lords that they had entitle¬ 
ment to the land by more than 12 
years’ adverse possession. 

Pye couldn’t recover the land 
because it was prevented by the Lim-

itation Acts from taking any court 
action. (A claim for possession had to 
be made within 12 years). 

Pye took the case to the European 
Court, claiming loss of entitlement to 
a valuable piece of land contradicted 
the Human Rights Act 1998 which 
states that everyone - including a 
company - is entitled to the peaceful 
enjoyment of his possessions. 

Although the Act didn’t apply as 
the case was brought before it came 
into force, Pye then argued it was 
entitled to government compensa¬ 
tion. The European Court agreed, but 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown and

SO HOW can a landowner pro¬ 
tect himself? The watchwords 
should be: “Get off my land.” 

• It is wise to apply for volun¬ 
tary registration at the Land 
Registry of any unregistered 
land; 

• If you have registered land, 
ensure you have up-to-date 
names and addresses at the 
Land Registry so you are given 
notice of any potential claim; 

• Make sure you inspect your 
land and see that boundaries 
are correctly maintained; 

• Seek immediate professional 
advice if you are given notice of 
a claim; 

• Don’t delay - seek possession 
of your land if you think you 
have squatters. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling took the 
matter to the Grand Chamber of the 
Court and won. 

The court declared that: interfer¬ 
ence with property rights was justifi¬ 
able as the legislation had been in 
force for many years; it represented a 
control of the use of land and didn’t 
carry with it a right to compensation; 
it represented a fair balance between 
public and private rights.

planning to make a few employees redundant. What do I need to do? 


0 1 am an employee who is close to retirement age, does 
this mean that I stop working when I reach 65?

I A number of steps must be followed as failure to do so could lead to a 
finding of unfair dismissal. Unless the employee has a unique role, you 
should identify the group of employees to be selected for redundancy. You must 
then consult the affected employees about the redundancy, ideally as a group 
initially and then individually before a firm decision is made. You must select fairly 
and base this on objective selection criteria, for example performance. Employers 
have to be careful as the once popular "last in first out" could have a bearing on 
age and therefore be indirectly discriminatory. Consider alternative employment 
in any associated companies, as well as the employing company for potentially 
redundant employees. Before giving notice of redundancy, you must follow the 
3 step statutory dismissal and disciplinary procedures as failure to do so will 
render any redundancy dismissal automatically unfair. Also remember to give any 
redundancy pay which is due and give the correct amount of notice.

I There is a procedure that must be followed prior to your 
compulsory retirement, this includes your employer's 
duty to consider your request to continue working. 
Your employer must give you 6-12 months' notice in writing 
of your intended retirement date and also notify you that 
you have the right to request not to retire on the intended 
retirement date. If you make a request in writing 3 -6 months 
before the intended retirement date your employer must hold 
a meeting to consider it but is under no obligation to grant it. 
You have a right of appeal. If your employer decides to grant 
your request, s/he will have to follow the procedure again for 
the new retirement date if employment is extended for more 
than six months.

The spotlight of the European 
Tour will shine on Kent next 
week as the London Golf Club 
comes of age when it hosts 
the £2.4m European Open. 

Tens of thousands of spectators are 
expected for the four-day tournament, 
which begins at the club near Ash on 
Thursday. 

It will feature the cream of the Conti¬ 
nent’s golfers, including defending 
champion Colin Montgomerie, Open 
champion Padraig Harrington, and 
Sergio Garcia and Justin Rose, who are 
ranked in the top-10 worldwide. 

The European Open marks the latest 
achievement for the club, which only 
opened in 1994. For the last three years 
it has hosted the London Senior Mas¬ 
ters, which general manager Heath 
Harvey believes was crucial to helping 
them arrange next week’s event.

W E DID not play any¬ 
where near to the 
best of our ability 
during the Twenty20 
Cup group matches. 

It was a real disappointment, but we will 
continue to keep scrapping because the big 
games keep coming thick and fast. 

It is a hugely busy time of the season, and 
fighting important battles in Twenty20 
cricket, championship cricket and in a 
Friends Provident Trophy semi-final - 
which is what we’re facing in this current 
week - is incredibly taxing on the players. 

What is more, with just one day free 
between Friday’s final Twenty20 group 
match and the start of today’s county 
championship game against Surrey at the 
Oval, and then just another single day 
between the scheduled end of the champi¬ 
onship fixture and this coming Friday’s big 
semi-final at Durham, the administrators 
are not making it easy. 

But Durham will have had exactly the 
same problems as us and we have just got to 
get on with it. What we really need to do in 
this coming week is get our cricket firing on 
all cylinders. 

When we do, and I am confident it must 
happen soon, we will really give some of 
our opponents a torrid time. 

There are only a handful of Kent’s play¬ 
ers who, to my mind, can currently hold up 
their hands and say they have been play¬ 
ing to the best of their ability over the past 
few weeks. 

A zhar Mahmood is certainly one, 
and the other I would pick out for a 
special mention is Joe Denly. At 22, 
he is continuing to develop his 
game really well. 

If England are still on the lookout for 
someone to open the innings in one-day 
cricket who can combine good technique 
with an ability to hit over the top or 
through the infield - against quality inter¬ 
national bowling - then why not give Joe a 
chance? 

As for Azhar, he has been sensational for 
us so far this summer and must already be 
the leading candidate as English cricket’s 
signing of the season. 

He is a seriously good cricketer with 
some serious skills, and there is so much 
that he offers: new ball bowling, great vari¬ 
ety at the death, he can bat anywhere in 
the order and get runs, and he can hit the 
ball right out of the park, such is his power.

about Azhar is how helpful he is behind the 
scenes with the other players, and how 
hard he works on his own game. 

After our recent match against Hamp¬ 
shire at the Rose Bowl, for example, he was 
so unhappy with the way he was bowling 
that he came into the club the next day - 
on what was a day off - and bowled for 
almost an hour until he got things going 
the way he wanted. 

It is now up to the rest of us to follow

Yes, we might bat all the way down to 
number 10 in terms of people who have 
scored first-class hundreds, but all that 
depth in talent is wasted if the players 
don’t perform. 

T he championship match against 
Surrey, starting today, needs our 
fullest attention at the moment but 
we are all obviously aware of the 
importance of this Friday’s Friends Provi¬ 
dent Trophy semi-final. 

We are just one step from a Lord’s final 
but it is a tough draw to have to go up to 
Durham and play them at Chester-le- 
Street. They are also the trophy holders 
and a top one-day outfit. 

I think it is important we make the most 
of the free day on Thursday and use it to 
get the long journey north out of our minds 
and bodies as well as to prepare properly 
for the following day. 

We beat Durham in a Pro40 game at 
Canterbury last August, with Darren 
Stevens hitting an unbeaten 85 and taking 
three wickets, but up at the Riverside they 
are a very difficult team to beat.

TEENAGER Naomi Cavaday has set her 
sights on a place in the top 100 after giv¬ 
ing defending champion Venus Williams a 
scare at Wimbledon. 

The 19-year-old broke the four-time SW19 
champion in the very first game of the 
match before forcing a first set tie break. 

Williams’ greater experience told in the 
decider as she won 7-5, before dominat¬ 
ing the second set to make it through to 
the second round 7-6 6-1. 

Despite the defeat, Cavaday is taking the 
positives from the match as she looks to 
improve her world ranking of 197. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “When I left the 
court I was really happy with my perform¬ 
ance and the way I played has given me 
great confidence. It is just getting it on a 
day-to-day basis, there’s still so far to go 
this game doesn’t mean I’m there yet. 

“I have to put the hours in training, that’s 
what I’m focusing on now. For me there’s 
no reason why I can’t be in the top 100 by 
the end of the year, that’s my aim at the 
moment for sure.” 

After years in the wilderness, women’s 
tennis in Britain is enjoying a relative resur¬ 
gence. Five players are now ranked inside 
the top 200 worldwide and British number 
one Anne Keothavong is the first to get 
inside the top 100 for a decade. 

Cavaday agrees there is a new air of opti¬ 
mism among the top British players. 

She said: “It’s really going the right way, 
everyone else is working hard and the 
rankings are going the right way. 

“I think it’s fantastic I can be 190 in the 
world and only be the fifth highest in Britain. 
A year ago I would probably have been sec¬ 
ond in the country with that world ranking.”

LEGENDARY all-rounder Kapil 
Dev has urged the England and 
Wales Cricket Board to take a 
stand and defend players that fea¬ 
tured in the Indian Cricket League. 

The former India captain returned to the 
Nevill Ground in Tunbridge Wells this week, 
25 years on from his then world record 175 not 
out against Zimbabwe at the same ground. 

Kapil, arguably one of the best all-rounders 
to have ever played the game, led his side to 
World Cup glory that year but he will also be 
remembered for the knock in 1983 which 
earned him the record after reaching a centu¬ 
ry from 72 balls. 

The 49-year-old is now chairman of the exec-

utive board of the Indian Cricket League 
(ICL) - a Twenty20 competition which hit 
the headlines because it offers cricketers a 
chance to earn money similar to footballers. 

However, the competition has faced prob¬ 
lems from the start because it was set up 
against the wishes of the country’s own crick¬ 
et board and has since been labelled an 
‘unauthorised’ and ‘rebel’ event by the 
International Cricket Council. 

In an exclusive interview with Kent on 
Sunday, Kapil defended his decision to back 
the ICL and believes more county crick¬ 
eters will join the league - an opinion con¬ 
firmed this week after 45 per cent of 334 
English players surveyed said they would 
consider signing knowing they would face a 
potential ban. 

Kapil said: “When we look back we like to 
look at our cricketers also and I think the 
ICL has provided something where they can 
earn good wages - and that is for the com¬ 


mon cricketer - not the elite players. What 
they earn in a county year they were getting 
in just a few weeks. 

“You have to be happy about this type of 
revolution and you have to be careful about 
using this word, because as long as it doesn’t 
harm anyone or the game, what is the prob¬ 
lem? If you look at football and the amounts 
of money earned in that sport, why should¬ 
n’t cricket be the same? 

“I think anyway that you can revolutionise 
a sport should be seen as a good thing.” 

Kapil is clearly a supporter of Twenty20 
and believes it has breathed life back into the 
game. With billions of pounds being pumped 
into the sport in India and stadiums packed 
with supporters wanting to watch a three- 
hour, 20-over game, he feels there is enough 
room for both the ICL and its competitor - 
the Indian Premier League. 

Platform 

“It gives cricketers a different platform 
and although ICL got a bit of criticism at 
the start, eventually you will look back 
and say that it gave something to the 
cricketer,” he said. “When you look back 10 
years or 20 years the International 
Cricket Council didn’t have even 
£100,000. Today we are talking about 
billions of dollars and television rights 
and it has really hit off and that is good. 
“I have absolutely no doubt that ICL is 
here to stay. In every sense you are giv¬ 
ing more cricket to the people and giving 
opportunities to young players to play 
with the best of the best. 

“ICL should remain and should be 
ICC controlled. There is a monopoly and 
for some it’s a business but for me it is 
promoting my sport across the world.”

both played in the ICL at the beginning of the 
year, but their involvement could cost the club 
a chance of competing in the lucrative 
Champions League, if they were to make 
finals day in the Twenty20 Cup. 

Kapil has quite strong views on the mat¬ 
ter: “I think that is where the ECB should 
be strong enough and stand up to the ICC. 
They call our league ‘rebel’ but who is the 
rebel? The Indian Cricket League pays 
players that have stopped playing interna¬ 
tional cricket or the sport altogether. If you 
tell somebody they can’t play here of there 
then that is wrong. 

“The problems can only be sorted out 
when the people forget their egos and try 
not to control everything. There is enough 
for everybody.” 

Although traditionalists argue Twenty20 
could potentially harm Test cricket - a con¬ 
cern enhanced by a survey in which half 
the England team said they would consider 
retiring from international cricket to play 
in an Indian league - Kapil is confident 
Test cricket will remain the pinnacle. 

“There is no sport in this world that can 
survive without the spectator,” he said. “If 
the spectator loves it then it is a great 
game. The same was said when one-day 
cricket and day/night cricket came out with 
older generations of players believing it 
would harm Test cricket. 

“Now, after 20 or more years of one-day 
cricket, people enjoy the fact you get a 
result at the end of the day. 

“Of course it is up to the ICC and the 
cricket boards across the world to ensure 
Test cricket is preserved. It is always about 
making money now, making money will be 
there but you have to think about ways 
that the next generation have every oppor- 
J dty to get into the game.” 
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
